They were all in spieudid cou 
ditfon, and considerable interest was manifested in the betting; at last 
Victim proved the favorite ul about 2 to 1. 

After several false starts they got away, Victim In front; at the quar¬ 
ter pole Kate Cloxton ran up to him, closely followed by Salllc Polk 
and Montreal, who, at the half mile poet, forced the running, Glcndower 
coming up in the bunch; thus they rau, so dose together that a blanket 
would have covered them, to the quarter stretch, when Sallle Polk made 
a spurt, locking him with the favorite, and so close did she keep up, 
that eries of hurrah for Sallie Polk filled the nlr, hut Victim won lxi 
the quick time of l:44Vi. 

The second race was the Muideu Stakes " for two-year-old colts aud 
Allies that have not wou prior to Aug. IS, 187tt: three quarters of a mile. 
Ten of these youngsters came to the string. Talisman. Levan a, MiinP 
Anderson, Mamie K., Delusion, Fonso, Ventriloquist, Brooklyn, Bees 
whig, and Paneiroid. Before the start. Talisman was largely the favor¬ 
ite In the bettiug ring. It took some time to get the lot oti* at least a 
dozen false starts being mode. When the flag did drop, Tulismau and 
Beeswlug jumped In from, at the first quarter, Fonso moved up cloaely 

F mrsued by Beeswing who made a grand effort ou the quarter stretch. 
>ut was unable to pas* Fonso, who by this time had taken the lead ami 
wou iu 1:1716. 

The third race, the Maxwell House Stake, for nitiidcu ear-olds, 
mile heats, was contested for by One Dime, a Put Mutiny Ally, a War 
Dance filly, aud War Banner. One Dime wus the favorite at long odds. 
One Dime took the lead with War Dance close behind him. At the first 
quarter, War Bauuer made a dash to the front and held it until the 
quarter stretch, when One Dime and the War Dance filly went ahead, 
aud bud a bard race to the string, hut One Dime got there first in 1 44 
Having won one heat Oue Dime was the favorite at aur odds. They 
got a good start, the favorite and (he War Dance filly getting away first. 
At the half-mile pole the Pat Malloy filly ran oast them aud held thu 
lead until they reached the quarter stretch, wheu C ue Dime and the 
War Dauce filly again came to the front and made a beautiful race to the 
finish, the filly wlnnlug by a length in 1:46. 

The third bent still fonnd pne Dime the favorite o\er the War Dance 
Ally, the other two being sent to the stable. When they got away, the 
race was a hotly contested oue, first one would he ahead then the other, 
uulil ou the run home, the filly had the beat of ll, and fiuishud winner 
In 1:40 

A slight fall of rain last night Improved the track very much, and 
laying the dusL induced au increased attendance at the courses ou the 
second day. The first race was an association purse lor all ages, a dash 
of three-quarters of a mile. This brought together a field of ten, among 
which were such cracks as Beatitude, Goodnight, Matagorda, Glendalla, 
Joe Shelley, Auule Hayden,Vendor, Col. Sprague, und Glencoe. In the 
pool selling Goodnight was thu favorite, Beatitude next In considera¬ 
tion. They all got off In good style, Matagorda tuklug the lead, with 
Beatitude and Goodnight close up; nearlug the quarter stretch, Beati¬ 
tude shot to the front, with Goodnight at her heels; In the run home 
the struggle ou the part of Beatitude was great, to keep the front 
place, but Goodulght out footed her and wen by bulf u length In 1:10. 

The second race was the Rock City Handicap, for all ages. Two mile 
heats. Out or thirteen entries uuly four came to the scratch-Large it- 
teen, Omega, Ben Hill and Camnilo F. Largentcuu was the favorite in 
this race. At the tap of the drum the favorite led off, with Cammle F. 
second and Omega third, Ben- Hill alongside of the latter, whom he 
soon passed; thus they continued skirmishing along until they reached 
the three-quarter pole in the second mile, when they all got in a bunch, 
but In the stretch Largcutccn took the lead and won the neat, with Ben 
Hill second. Time, 8:34. 

This victory made Largenleen a still greater favorite. In the second 
heal they had a good send-off, the favorite and Cammle F. contesling 
every Inch of ground. Cammle F. rushed to the from aud Ben Hill look 
second place. Without any perceptible change they ran along to the 
half-mile post In the second mile, when Largenleen passed Ben Hill.

Prizes were guaranteed snd pedestrian* aud their next friends had no 
solicitude about the gate receipts. It was a business enterprise and the 
contestants gut what they earned. There was a large field of starters, 
among them the most noted goers of England and the most unnoticed 
hope-to-be-pedestrians of America. As a consequence of the nnexpecl 
ed result, a small army of pedestrian’s backers are trying to find a rale 
by which they may pick oat the winner in athletic contents. Experience 
has taught them that the favorites sometimes go wrong, and that dark 
horses occasionally win. The lateet champion is Nicholas Murphy, the 
boy brick maker, of Haveratraw, New York. He has won notoriety and 
wealth by the use of his legs and the brains of his backers, in a long 
distance race against thirty-five competitors, leading the beat of them 
by five miles, aud five hours to spare. Considering Murphy’a extreme 
youth his work of 900 miles is marvelous, und possibly bad he not been 
kept back by his board of management, he would have seen Rowell’s 
best score and gone a few miles better. He had time, he had ambition, 
and seemingly had unlimited power, but when he was u sure victor 
over his rivals, he was taken from the track to keep down his record. 
At the cloee, none held the position they had occupied at the start, and 
to make it more exciting, Howard, the third man, in the last few hours 
of the race, won second place, and Faber dropped back to third. There 
was a colored wonder Iu this contest also, but the wouder was ul how 
little he accomplished. There has been but one O’Leary: there will 
probably be bnt oue “ Black Dan.’

presence of two ladles who graced the csnipa sod avouched tbelr 
equal sktll In handling rods and pots, and knew bow to cook the 
trout they knew how to catch, and who had both eudured the 
roughing and enjoyed the sport as well as their husbands. This 
party consisted of Mr. and Mrs. Poland, and Mr. Boarmau, of 
Shreveport, La., and Mr. and Mrs. A. H. Leonard, New Orleans. 
These were probably the only white women who had ever adven¬ 
tured the pathway of the Nipigon. 

This river Is really the Ideal—or nearest to an Ideal—stream 
for trout and troutlng. A two or four weeks’ holiday may be 
splendidly trouted away, at least if so long the piscatory fever 
lasts. 

The lover of nature—and who, generally, Is, more than a trout 
angler, a devout worshiper of natural—will Dud panoramas of 
scenery that will excite bis wonder and admiration. At least, on 
the upper half of the river, above Split Rock, It Is often beauti¬ 
ful, generally picturesque, and sometimes magnlHceut and grand. 
Woods, waters, hills of varying else and outline, cliffs, peaks and 
palisades In enchanting variety, many of which a pencil like 
Turner’s or a genius like Church's could touch Into glowing im¬ 
mortality of art. Those grand and rugged forms of everlasting 
hills, the unbroken forest verdure, the solemn silence as of pri¬ 
mal nature, the sweet and drowsing murmur of gently lapsing 
currents or the sounding tumult of heaving rapids, are some of 
the accessories which minister to and sublime the delight aud 
stir the moods of the susceptible angler. 

While the greater wealth and splendor of scenery and the 
most affluent troutlng are above and nearer lake Nipigon, many 
who are more in quest of trout than lovers of scenery, venture 
only to the lower pools. The diversion there indeed, Is abound¬ 
ing and satisfying, but, undoubtedly, the full revelation of the 
glories of the Nipigon, those In the waters and thpse In Its 
scenery, is only to be had by ascent of the river to its source. 
Our party navigated It to Its source, and even wound through 
some of the Island Intricacies of the lake. We were thus enabled 
to sport ou all Its waters and to take lu all Its scenery. 

The stream, generally. Is deep, often swift, and broken with 
frequent rapids. Sometimes, It roonds out and expanda to the 
dimensions of a lake, and several of these spreading areas are 
kuown as lakes—Lake Helen, Long Lake, Lake Emma, etc. The 
water is exceedingly pnre and sweet, and so transparent that, In 
places, the groups of trout can be plainly seen wantoning through 
it In their careless freedom. It Is, of course, cold, too. It was 
fouud to be rather unpleasantly and suddenly reductive of tem¬ 
perature to admit of plunging or swimming baths by some of 
the party who ventured on that sort of umusement. 

Is this coolness of the stream a wise provision of nature to 
guard for the trout the purity of their element from taint of 
swimming anglers! At any rate, If the Nipigon Is too chilling 
for a awltn, it is superb for troutlng. The trout are plenteous 
enough to satisfy ail reasonable demands. They are to be found, 
not. In few poolB merely, but throughout the extent of the stream, 
where the conditions of rapid or moving currents are met. Of 
course, In and above and below rapids or rlflles, where there Is 
agitation or running of the waters, sre their haunts, where they 
gregariously frequent. We found them above, though near to, 
rapids, ss well as below, also, where there were reaches of deep 
swift water narrowed between walls of rock, or skirting a line of 
rock on one side. There were, probably, twenty placca In the 
course of the stream that yielded prompt aud plentiful sport, at 
varylug distances apart. The lower ten miles are, however, 
troutleaa. At that distance Is Alexander’s pool. Then there Is 
Cameron’s pool, and further on, Hamilton's pool. These arc the 
noted haunts of sportsmen, and are often the only oues where 
they station their camps and cast their dies. Hamilton's 
pool, the further of those named, la little beyond half way of the 
river. Higher up, we fonnd our moat pleasant encampments, 
aud our most satisfying results of tbe rod and line. From an 
encampment entirely new and cleared by us, we sallied up and 
down to points not before known to our guides as fruitful of 
sport, and realised some of the lincst spoils of the trip. By the 
way, It was near that camp some of our men saw a distant bear 
swimming across. It was here that Louie Boueholr, our chief of 
pots and pans, signalised his genius In throwing stones by 
stoning three partridges to death. Although one of the party 
was equipped with a formidable armament sufficient to extermin¬ 
ate all the deer, caribous, bears and other wild beasts of the 
country, as well as to extirpate all the winged creaturea of the 
wilderness, the total of his sanguinary trophies of the gun were 
atarvllng birds that could be counted on bis right hand lingers. 
But then, lie dldu’t hunt, and it was not then tbe bunting season, 
and the water was a vastly more attractive Held of Interest aud 
excitement than was tbe woods. 

The Nipigon trout arc eminently splendid fish In the conditions 
which warm a sportsman Into fervor. Their average size is but 
little below two pounds—that is as we realized it. It was rare to 
take a trout less than a pound. Two pouuders were frequent, 
and weights ranging between that and three pounds were hardly 
less common. It was not a rarity to take trout between three 
and four pounds. Almost within stone’s throw of our upper 
camp, and within line’s length of each other, High and Pratt 
were at tbe same time worrying with trout, which, when lauded, 
touched precisely the figures four and a half on the pocket scales. 
The lady Loulalanlana each captured four poundera. Oue of tbe 
Bostoniana brought In a slx-and-a-half-pound trout before our 
arrival, though that was probably foul play with a worm or frog. 

1 aaw Bonflelil strike s flsh In tbe white caps of some rapids,which 
at once demonstrated lta eminent dimensions and grit In tbe 
commotion and desperation of the struggle for Its life and liberty, 
and it required all Ills muscularity and strategy to play in tbe 
victim to the smoother water below and secure It In the landing 
net. This superb Ash, tbe trophy of a not less superb angling, 
was a live-pounder, and It certainly was a capture lit to raise the 
crest of any fisherman. However, Boueholr, the pot-slinger of 
the party, was entitled himself to the merits of a drawn game In 
heavy weights, as between him and Jo Bonlleld, by having yanked 
out a five-pounder from tbe vortex of Victoria Falls, with a 
branch rod aud pork bait. While we were working slowly up a 
stiff current, tbe same practitioner of cookery, who was [Middling 
tbe canoe I was in, saw u group ot~trout below, and fixing a 
abort Hue on a setting pole, dropped a temptation of pork among 
them, and at once slung out a three-pound fish with a whir. 
This was a brilliantly colored trout, and certainly vouched the 
prompt vigor of tbe captor's arm, If It did shock our notions of 
the legitimate lu augllug. Our own flshln&was strictly Mt-undarn 
arltm. We might easily have canght a barrel of trout bad we 
resorted to tbe Ignominious methods of bait. 

We conceded to tbe trout tbe privilege of being brought to 
grief only no a pliant rod sod with a gorgeous semblance of a 
fly, and scrupulously adhered to our entomological decoys. 

It Is unnecessary to give tbe llgures of our catches. We had 
a sort of mbarra* du rich rues. As not a trout could be brought 
out or home without complete obliteration of Its beauty, and lta 
delicacy, and flneneaa of flavor, tbe large excess Iwyoud the appe¬ 
titive needs of the party was at once doused Into the stream 
again. Considerations of humanity, so to say, and of Inutility, 
to a degree limited our exploits with tbe rod. We fully grati¬ 
fied aud satisfied our utmost piscatorial ambition. Of course, 
nothing short of a minute diary would faithfully depict the man¬ 
ifold Incidents and pleasures of the trip. Buch an itinerary 
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would swell Into a volume, and possibly some one of the party 
may, In that way, yet complete inch a delineation. It baa been 
attempted, here, merely to give some general outlines, more of 
the river and tbe fishing, than of our own personal experiences. 

Tbe moral that may properly be addressed to the reader, to 
the lover of nature and of sport, as warranted by these experi¬ 
ences, Is: ” Go thou and do likewise.’’

The Lobster Fisheries of Maine. 

Tbe Legislature last Winter not only ordered the menhaden 
steamers to keep their distance,—an older which baa been obeyed 
by the menhadeu as well,—but made such changes In the law for 
the protection of lobsters as practically to Interdict their oae 
from the 1st day of August to the first day of April following. 
Heretofore the canning establishments were compelled to stop 
operations for two months only—from the 15th of July to the 
15th of September. Now they are ouly allowed to can lobsters 
■luring four moutbs of the year (from April 1st to August 1st.) 
The peualty fur violating the law la 15 for every lobster canned, 
and a further penalty of $800 for each and every day on which 
such canning Is done. Tbe second section of tbe law reads as 
follows: 

No lobster of less slut* than ten aud ohe-balf Inches In length, mesa- 
lirlttg IVum one extreme of the ltody to the other, exclusive of feelers 
mol daws, shall he sold or exposed fur sale from the first day of August 
to first day or April followluo, uuder a penalty of five dollars for each 
umt every lobster so sold or exposed for sale. 

In Nova Scotia tbe lobster season Is limited to the three 
months ending July 81st, the canning establishments being com¬ 
pelled to dose on that day. A local paper complains that tbla 
short season of three months aonies hard upon tbe dshermen. It 
says the cost each season of outfit canuot he made up, with a fair 
earning, In the time permitted by law, making all allowances for 
had weather; also the re-shellltig of the lobster occurring daring 
tbe time stipulated by law, tbe season la cut down to small pro¬ 
portions. This paper thinks If the law could be changed to give 
another month, complaints would be avoided. We have an ad¬ 
ditional mouth here, but It does not satisfy our fishermen. Lob¬ 
sters ten and oue-half Inches long are so scarce hereabout that It 
Is no use to keep traps down, aud we are likely to go without 
lobsters until the 1st of April next. If these restrictions Increase 
the lobster supply, which lias been rapidly diminishing for some 
years, and that of course Is the intention, no one need complain. 
Lobsters propagate rapidly; but so great has been the demand 
for tbe canned article that the American coast has been almost 
wholly depopulated of these valuable Crustacea, aud unless they 
are protected tbe supply cannot last very many years. Ten years 
ago It was not unusual to catch lobsters welgbtug from ten to 
twenty pounds each; now thousands are caught weighings little 
more than a pound a piece, and those weighing from three to 
five pounds sre considered large. A lobster recently caugbt at 
Bayfield, Nova Scotia, was 2 ft. 0 inches across tbe claws, length 
of body 1 ft. 9 inches, uiul weight ten pounds; but tbla Is a rare 
occurrence now, tbe C'anadlau waters having been as nearly de¬ 
populated as our own. M. H. Perley, Esq., in a report on tbe 
sea and river fisheries of New Brunswick, published lu 1852, 
says— 

Lobsters are round every where on the const, unit lu the Bay of 
Chalctir, III such extraordinary numbers, Ihn! they lire used by thous¬ 
ands in manure tlit* land. At Slitpprgan and (.'unique! curls nre some¬ 
times driven dow n to the beaches at iiiw water, aud readily filled with 
lobsters left In the shallow [mills by the recession of till- tide. Every 
potulo field near tile places mentioned la strewu with lobster shells, 
curb potato hill being fiirnisbed with two and perhaps three lobsters. 

Some years prior to 1852 the canning of lobsters had begun In 
the Provinces, ami one man, a Mr. Woolner, residing at Petit 
Rocher on tbe Bay of Cbaleur, salted them. The process is thus 
described by Mr. Perley— 

He pnrehuses from the settlers the white part of the lobsters, boiled 
mill free from shell, at two pence half-penny per poniidlahuut four and 
a half cents) with h is salted in plain pickle and packed In barrels for 
sale in Ouebcc. Of sailed lobsters Mr. Woolner put up eleven thousand 
pounds during the season. 

In 1847, 10,000 cases of lobsters, each case containing the 
choicest part of two or three lobsters, were put up at an estab¬ 
lishment on Portage Island, at the mouth of the Mlramlcbl river, 
New Brunswick. The price paid the fishermen was but fifty 
cents per hundred lobsters; and they could, Mr. Perley says, 
with reasonable diligence, earn $4 per day at this rate. No won¬ 
der be was led to remark that “ the preservation of lobsters In 
this manner need only be restricted by tbe demand, for tbe sup¬ 
ply Is almost unlimited.’’ Thirty-two years have elapsed, and 
now the demand far outruns the supply. In the year 1873, 
8,483,298 pound cans of lobsters were put up in Nova Scotia, 
valued at about $800,000. New Brunsvflck put up 1,887,700 
cans. And In the same yoar over 4,000,000 one-pound cans 
of lobsters were shipped from British North America Into the 
markets of the world. Besides the quantities preserved In 1874, 
valued at about $1,000,000, over $100,000 worth of fresh ones 
were sent to the United States. 

In this state tbe Portland Packing Company does a large 
business In canned lobsters, and has several canning establish¬ 
ments In Nova Scotia. England Is tbe great market for this arti¬ 
cle.— Belfont Republican Journal. 

Boz Amongst the Purse Net*. 

Barnkgat Ini.bt, N, J. 

Ehitor Chicago Field:— The waters in the vicinity of Barne- 
gnt Inlet, to-day, reminded your correspondent of the 
good old times before the purse net crusade. For the first time 
this season large schools of menhaden were seen putting In and 
around the mouth of the Inlet on Oct. 2. With a good pair of 
glasses I ascended tbe lookout to see If there was a possibility 
of a smooth bar to take a turn after blueflsh, and the first object 
striking my attention was a steamer of about 100 tona anchored 
off the bar, and with the aid of my glasses I watched her ma¬ 
neuvering*, and her object was then soon made apparent, as two 
large life boats with full crews and two tufernal contrivances 
knowu as purse nets, were seen lo leave the steamer’s side. 
Scanning the horizon, I sooo discovered six more of her (once 
seen never to be forgotten) class of steamers, all heading for 
Barnegat Inlet. The Idea struck me at once! What a splendid 
opportunity this would afford me In the way of personal obser¬ 
vations and calculations by which, through the Chicago Field, I 
could make some notes for the benefit of A. R. P., or any other 
advocate of puree-net fishing. 

To board my yacht and up with the dimity was the work of 
half an hnnr, and one hour more found me outalde the bar, and 
here was found a school of menhaden on the surface. As near 
as I could estimate them they were a quarter of a mile long and 
from twenty-five to fifty yards In width, and here also waa found 
seven steamers with some doacn boats equipped with all their 
paraphernalia commencing their work of destruction. It was 
then ten o’clock a m One hour before sunset those seven steam¬ 
ers, with s capacity of 100 ton’s each,amounting to seven hundred 
tons In all, were loaded to tbe water’s edge and steam¬ 
ing away, and not a native erf a menhaden left. 
These atcameis bad evidently been searching for menhaden tor 
severe! deya. a small slice of the ocean’s immaatty (of which A. 

R. P. would Impress ua with) bad been sailed over lo Hod this 
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school of fish, and It occupied just seven hours to nearly exterm¬ 
inate that school. Seven hundred tone would, at a fair estimate, 
contain 8,100,000 menhaden, weighing a half pound each, which* 
when on the surface of the water, would make no Inconsiderable 
sized school. 

One thousand, eight to ten pound blueflah In one school make 
one’s eyes glisten, and causes considerable commotion in the 
water, and what I should like some one to figure on, Is: how long 
will It take one thousand bloeflah to get outside of two million 
one hundred thousand menhaden I If man only takes the 
millionth part of what their natural enemies consume, what un¬ 
counted millions there must be of them; yet we bsve sailed about 
considerably this fall, and to-day was the first school of any size 
we have noticed, and by the time* this reaches the public, 
this school will be utilited and probably gulling some one with 
tbe belief that they are feasting on a first-class article of olive 
oil. We are Informed that they (the menbadeD) cannot be ex¬ 
terminated; that Tom’s river, Weat Cambridge creek, and I sup¬ 
pose Barnegat Inlet, are small places, but, as before stated, these 
steamers have sailed over many miles of eea to find one of these 
small places where tbe fish gather, and I fully believe that tbe 
time Is not far distant when, If this puree net fishing Is con¬ 
tinued at all seasons of the year, and particularly duriDg tbelr 
spawning season, they will have to sail much further before any 
spot containing them will be found. 

I have not replied to A. R. P.'a article In your Issue of Sept. 
13 under the beading of "The Menhaden Question,” wherein he 
does not mention menhaden, but gives ub an article from 
Chamber'e Journal, on herring fisheries In other climes. I was 
brought up In tbe old school and taught that when you go for 
cattles, to go for cattles, and If the honorable gentleman will 
confine btmself to the com In point, and not fly off on herring 
fishing In other countries, Boz will be pleased to reply. 

With thanks for the friendly suggestion of Q. S , In your Issue 
of Sept. 27, we are giveu to understand by those well versed 
in Ichthyology, Prof. Goode among the number, that they spawn 
on shoals near the coast. Ninety-nine per cent, of the JUh taken 
are caught within eight of land. It Is very evident that puree-net 
fishing will be abolished or restricted ; If not by proper legislation, 
then owners will by their owu folly find Othello’s occupation 
gone, and the menhaden also. We do hope that some of the 
prominent Usbculturlste lately assembled at the Palmer House,will 
enlighten us on what Is to become of our blueflsh In this case, or 
get tbelr scientific beads together and Invent some new food for 
them, that we poor ebummers aud trollers may look forward to.

Fish In New York Market*. 

Tbe supply of fish Is quite large, and prices are reasonable. 
Just now and until the first cool weather sets In, what are called 
Summer fish are at tbelr prime. The blue-fish, which have eaten 
some eight to ten times their weight of other fish, are to day 
wonderfuUy fat and fine flavored. Last week the overplus of 
the blue-flab, some 125,000 pounds, was taken for refrigerating 
processes. Fish containing a great deal of fat 111 their composi¬ 
tion do not refrigerate well, because In freezing, unless great 
care la taken, some exudation of the oil to the surface takes 
place. Blue-fish, not being a gross flsh, are admirably adapted 
to refrigeration. Bass are scarce, 2 to 4 pound fish being worth 
25 cents a pound. A good supply of tbe red-snapper ( l.uljanue 
Ulackfordii) from Florida Is In the market, worth 18 cents. 
This Is au excellent fish, and can be substituted In many cases 
for striped bass. Smelts are Improving In quality, worth 20 
cents; refrigerated salmon, 80 cents; such mackerel as are ou 
the slabs are small, weighing a half a pound, and worth 10. 
cents. Though large schools of mackerel were reported In the 
Maine waters, all prospects of making a good catch of No. I 
mackerel become quite hopeless; weak-fish, 10 cents; Spanish 
mackerel from the Cheasapeake, 30 cents; none coming from 
Jersey or Long Island; green turtle, 12+ cents; terrapins from, 
the Immediate neighborhood of $20 to $25 a dozen, while Savan¬ 
nahs are worth but $1, the difference in flavor having to be paid 
for; halibut more plentiful and cheaper at 12i cents; haddock, 

6 cents; king-fish scarce at 25 cents; cod-fish, 8 cents, coming 
from Nantucket; If the present cool weather continues live cod 
will soon be In the market; btack-flsh, 12^ cents; flounders, 10 
cents; porgles, very scarce, 10 cents; from tbelr being very plen¬ 
tiful at times porgles are usually neglected, when, as a pan fish, 
they are excellent; sea-bass, 18 cents. The best lobsters of the 
season are now coming from Cape Ann, and will weigh three 
pounds, worth 10 cents; sheepebead scarce at 25 cents; scallops, 
$1.50 per gallon; white-fish, Improving In quality, worth 15. 
cents, and that price tbe best and most economical of all fish- 
food; pickerel, 15 cente; black bass, 15 cents; the supply of this 
very good freab-water fish has very much augmented of late, 
mainly due to tbe exertions of fiah-culturtats. Persons starting 
fish-ponds, under certain peculiarities of water, would do well to 
Introduce the black-basa, which offers advantages which tbe 
more elegant trout do not, as the black-bass are more hardy, 
stand change of temperature better, end seem to exert some ma¬ 
ternal Instincts In caring for their little onto; pompano from 
Florida, worth 50 cents a pound, and will weigh from one and 
one and s half to three pounds; prawns, 87| cents s quart; hard 
crabs, 80 cents a dozen; about the last of the soft crabs are com¬ 
ing In, selling at a $1.50 a dozen. With cool weather nature 
provides the crab with his heavy Winter clothing. Frogs plenty 
at 80 cents; cray-fish, $8 a hundred. They will be fonnd In the 
markets until the first Ice covers the streams. It la. a matter of 
surprise that so many of our foreign residents remain In Ignor¬ 
ance that ermine can be hail In our markets. Last week a tew 
moon-fish ( I'arephippve quadralut) were brought from tbe South. 
This la an excellent fish, In some respects better than the sheepe- 
head. It Is a broad fish, but not thick through, and should be 
bulled or broiled The first-class hotels use them. The moon-fish 
are little known In private houses. 

The results of what may be called the tentative experiments of 
tbe United States Fish Commission at Gloucester last year, In 
fecundating cod-eggs and hatching them, haa every appearance 
of becoming a remarkable success. This season, the harbor of 
Gloucester abounds with young cod, and It la likely that In a 
year or so cod-fishing In tbe Immediate proximity of tbe town 
will be renewed. The propagation of sen flsh, which promises 
■neb vast results, now only applied last year to cod, may be 
adapted to mackerel, ind It Is not Impossible that, through the 
efforts of the United States Fish Commission, we may become 
quite Independent of the Canadian waters for our supply of this 
valuable flsh .—New York Tima. 

Remarks of Mr. A. Booth on the Fisheries. 


(Read bofqre the Central Flahcollnrsl Society.) 

Mr. Booth. —Few people have an Idea of the Immense fishery 
Interests of Lake Michigan. I can claim some familiarity with It, 
having been engaged In Its fisheries for tbe last thirty years. 
The modes of captors bsve Increased wonderfully In tbelr destruc¬ 
tiveness. In 1858 and ’54, eight and tea nets was tbs extant of 
a "gang;” the gsaga now contain from thirty to fifty nets. 
Tbe old style of gangs of gilt-nets often took from twelve to 
twenty-five hundred pounds of fish, and la those dsys the mesh 
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wm nearly five Inches. Nov, with the large gangs and a much 
smaller mesh, they only average about six hundred pounds. 

The destruction of our fisheries Is no doubt caused by over 
fishing, catching large and small alike, and fishing lu the spawn¬ 
ing season. It would probably be better if only the gl 11-nets were 
used, or If the use ol pound-nets continues to have the mesh at 
least four and a half Inches. 

From Milwaukee around the lower portion of the lake to Grand 
Haveu many fishermen have abandoned the business on account 
of the scarcity of fish, and we now go to the northern portion 
of the other lakes for our fish, where there are but few pound- 
nets. I feel that there should be some protection for fish In Lake 
Michigan, and am willing to give both time and money for this 
purpose. lApplause.] 

Some are of the opinion that a larger mesh would let the fish 
through the leader or string-piece of a pound-net, but nets with 
s mesh which will allow little fish to pass were of no use; the 
slightest touch of the hand would kill a wblteflsh; and, In fact, 
fish generally declined to squeeze through a mesh unless caught 
In It, but will back away and follow the obstruction Into deeper 
water and Into the pound. 

I am also largely engaged In canning salmon In Oregon, and 
we have formed an association for keeping the river stocked, and 
this association has Invested thirty thousand dollars In the enter¬ 
prise. We find that concurrent legislation Is hard to obtain, but 
we have a protective law on one side of the Columbia Rtver, 
which Is In Oregon, while the other 1s In Washington Territory, 
but the legislatures meet on alternate years. It Is lawful to take 
salmon from the first of April to the first of August on both sides. 
The fishermen are licensed, and their boats also, and the mesh 
must be eight and a half inches. A close time Is enforced from 
Saturday midnight to Sunday midnight, making twenty-four 
hours In each wfek that the fish have tree passage to the spawn¬ 
ing grounds, and In this work we have had the co-operation of 
Professor Baird, who sent Mr. L. Slone to superintend the build¬ 
ing of the hatchery, which Is now In successful operation. 

On Lake Michigan the fishermen are of a more Intelligent class 
than usual, and will give money, and will co-operate in anything 
which will benefit the fisheries. 


New Jersey Fishing Notes. 


The Newark Sunday Call keeps Its readers posted on the fish¬ 
ing In the vicinity. We find the following items In its columne: 

Striped bass fishing Is excellent, and will continue so at the 
Central railroad bridge until the weather becomes so severe that 
It Is no longer possible to cut bait except with an ax, and 
sealskin gloves become necessary in handling the Ice-coated line 
Then the big base come Into our shallow bay to spend the win¬ 
ter quietly, but are soon disturbed by the seine owners, who, 
whenever the Ice clears away, make their hauls, and secure large 
quantities of these noble visitors, some of which turn the scale 
from forty to fifty pounds. 

Black bass fishing at Greenwood Lake still holds out fine In¬ 
ducements to visitors, and Is Indulged In to considerable extent 
by Newarkers, who are aware that October Is the best month In 
the year for this kind of sport. 

The Seth Low still makes two trips a week to the Banks, and 
the participants lu these excursions are having better sport tban 
at any other time this season. Over nine thousand fish were 
caught on one trip last week. 

Several adventurous young men took It into their heads to go 
up the tunnel under the Inclined plane of the canal at High 
street, to spear the eels which are known to be numerous at the 
upper end. They equipped themselves with spears and lanterns, 
and timidly ventured In, having some little success In capturing 
the fish they were In search of, and were on their way out when 
an ominous creaking warned them that the wheel was about to 
start and the flood to be let loose. Being entirely unacquainted 
with the force and quantity of water to come, they were almost 
paralyzed with terror, and thought their last hour had come, but 
at the same time resolved to make a brave struggle for their 
lives by clinging to the damp and rugged sides of the tunnel, 
and sticking the spears firmly to the bed of the stream. They held 
on while the foaming torrent crept higher and higher, till It filled 
their boots and breeches pockets, putting out one light and car¬ 
rying away a spear. With fear and trembling they watched it 
until It slowly diminished and finally resumed Its natural flow, 
and then they picked their way out, vowing that they would 
never attempt the trip again; hut, nevertheless, they went up 
again last Tuesday night and speared seven fair-sized eels.

Disease* of the Ear. 


1. Superficial ulceration of the flap. —Ulcerations of the flap of 
the dog’s ear often take place quite Independently of Internal 
canker, although when they are associated with the latter disease 
they are much more difficult to heal. Long-eared dogs especially 
are subject to these ulcers, and generally tbere are other consti¬ 
tutional derangements sssoclated with them. It Is no uncom¬ 
mon thing for a dog to be In quite a peck of troubles. A New¬ 
foundland, for example, wss shown to me the other day who, 
bis master Informed me, seemed "a little out of sorts.” His 
food had consisted of greaves, barley-meal boiled, rate sheep's 
launches, and “ what he could pick up out of doors;” snd be ex¬ 
hibited the following Interesting symptoms:—He was tbln In 
body and bad In coat, which was dry and dusty, showing an In¬ 
active state of the unctuous follicles; the skin, too, was scurfy; 
be bid slight Internal canker, with both external ears badly ulcer¬ 
ated, probably from scratching or rubbing his head along the 
ground, to relieve the stutfinees and Itching of the ears. His 
nose, however, was cold and wet, and bis eye bright enough, and 
he ate well. A dose of worm-powder, however, brought to light 
a handsome bunch of cucumerines, and some ounces of a broad 
white tape-worm, wblcb I did not examine. There was sufficient 
to accouut for tbe dog being “ a little out of sorts,” and, as no 
one In bis senses could expect to permanently cure tbe canker 
without first putting the system Into order, the treatment was 
devoted to that, and the animal soon got well and fat, and proper 
feeding will doubtless keep him so. Some dogs, by tbe way, 
contract vile habits, If allowed, of picking up nastiness out of 
doors, and such animals are seldom, If ever, free from tape-worms, 
and it would be a curious thing If they were. And what is It, I 
wouder, that a young dog will not eat, or try to eat! A neigh¬ 
bor of mine Is farming a fox-bound pup for Mr. Garth. Now my 
neighbor keeps pigs, and this youthful hound Imagines or It 
pleases him to Imagine himself a pig; wherever tbe pigs go be 
goes, whatever they do he does, when they go to sleep be eettles 
himself across a pair of them, and goes off too, and he also ac¬ 
commodates himself to tbe food of his porcine brethren, eating 
freely not only of tbelr mash, but even dry beans and peas, and, 
strangest of all, greeo vetches. The ulceration on the ear-flap 
may be of tbe nature of an abrasion, with an open weeping sur¬ 
face; or hard scabs may form on It, falling off or being rubbed 
off now and then, leaving the ulcer exposed. The ulcers are 
often Itchy, and this, of course, makes matters worse, os tbe dog 
persists In scratching them. 

Tbe treatment I find most successful Is to change tbe diet. 
First and foremost, It will usually be found necessary to let the 
food be somewhat more gonerous, and give also an allowance of 
green food, such as well-boiled cabbage or kail. Yon may give 
an aperient, too, and If tbe dog Is out of condition or below par, 
get him up by tonics, tbere la none better than quinine, the duse 
being from J to 9 grains twice a day, according to tbe size of the 
dog, administered lu the extract of dandelion, from three to ten 
grains. Give sufficient exercise at tbe same time, for If tbe 
bowels are not acting freely tonics Invariably do harm. 

Meanwhile you must attend to the ears themselves. Perfect 
cleanliness must be ensured, to begin with, and If tbere bo much 
Irritation and heat about the sore, plentiful fomentation will be 
needod to sobdue It, followed by tbe use of some such ointment 
as the following: acetate of morphia three grains, sub-nitrate of 
bismuth two drachms and a half, mixed In an ounce of benzoated 
lard. When the Inflammation Is gone, and the sore looks 
healthy, then It will beat with the benzoated zinc ointment alone 
as a protection, or It may be painted with flexible collodion. A 
canker cap—a knitted one—should be worn to prevent shaking 
of tbe ears, and In long-standing cases In long-cared dogs some 
plan should be tried to keep tbe eara folded back over tbe 
cranium—this not only rests tbe part, but permits the ready re¬ 
turn of the blood from it In some cases tbe application of blue 
ointment wilt do best, or It may be necessary to stimulate the 
sore with an occasional touch of the nitrate of silver. Whilst 
under treatment the dog must be kept from tbe water. 

3. External Canker. —This Is tbe name generally given to that 
form of ear disease, the algns of wblcb are hacks and sores, and 
a thickened condition of tbe border of the ear. Tbe ears are 
sometimes split to a considerable depth, and require a small 
surgical operation to heal them. There seems to be considerable 
Itching, and the dog keeps constantly shaking his head, which 
only aggravates, as It probably first began the disease. The best 
plan of treatment Is to begin by well washing the parts, aud 
endeavoring by local and constitutional moans to subdue the In¬ 
flammation. Give a little Glauber and Epsom salts, and repeat 
this purge In three days. Tbe diet should uot be over stimulat¬ 
ing, but ought to be given with great regularity, while plenty of 
exercise and occasionally washing not only of tbe ear but tbe 
whole body will be found requisite. 

Tbe canker cap must be constantly worn, and the ears under¬ 
neath folded back. The dressing may be either the tar ointment, 

' or tbat of tbe benzoated oxide of zinc, and needs to be used plen¬ 
tifully, tbe ears being occasionally washed, using a few drops of 
carbolic acid In the last or rinsing water. It tbe healing process 
Is very tardy touch tbe parts with either blue stone or nitrate of 
sliver. 

3. Mangy ear. —Tbe signs of mangy ear are thickening of tbe 
edges of tbs lap, with a roughened and warty or scurvy appear¬ 
ance, and denudation of tbe hair, and ltcbluefts. Borne form of 
skin dlsesse will at tbe same time be foand on other parts of tbe 
body, around the teats In females, or on tbe elbows, feet, or 
around tbe eyes. 

For tbe treatment of scurfy or mangy ear, begin, as you ought 
to do In most chronic cases, by giving s purgative, the simpler 
tbe better. If the dog Is gross, podopbyllln, from a quarter to 
one or two grains, will be best, and tbta should be repeated once 
a week durtog the treatment An alterative tonic had better be 
given twice a day with the meals, say the following prescription: 

Quinine, grains twelve. 

Sulphate of Iron, grains twenty four. 

Arsenlste of sods, grains two. 

Extract ol chamomile, one dram. 

Divide thlr Into twenty-four pills, giving half a pUl to s toy and 
three to a mastiff 

Psrfect cleanliness of kennels snd fresh strew every time tbe 
dog Is washed Is Imperative. A wlnsglassfnl to a pint and a half 
of water should he used for the wood w ork of the kennel. 

4. Dropey of the Flap .—This Is usually the result of violence 
In some form, generally as a blow, the products of Inflammation 
being poured oat between the cartilage and tbe lining membrane. 


It consists of a round, soft tumor, and does not give much pain, 
but It Is apt to recur at varied Intervals Unless It Is very large 
Indeed, I am averse to opening these abscesses (which contain 
csdematous effusion snd s little blood), snd equally averse to 
setons, for they gather and regather, sml keep open snd filthy for 
months. Try, at first at all events, rubbing gently In a little mer¬ 
curial ointment day after day. Most likely the swelling will be 
gradually absorbed, and only a little bardnesa left. Aid nature's 
efforts In this direction by a purgative or two, and a little nitre In 
the water.— Gordon Stables, M.D., R.N., In Live Stock Journal. 

Sheep Dog Trials. 


Tbe Northwestern Counties SHeep Dog Trlala Association So¬ 
ciety, which has for Its president Lord Muncaster, and on the 
Genera) Committee, tbe Earl of Lonsdale, Lord Bectlve, Sir 
Rlcbard Musgrave, and the leading gentlemen of the counties of 
Cumberland, Westmoreland, Lancashire and tbe West Riding of 
Yorkshire, with a local working committee In each conuty, was 
last year originated for the purpose of bolding trials suc¬ 
cessively in each of tbe four counties, for tbe Improvement of 
shepherds’ dogs. Lust year tbe meeting was held In Westmore¬ 
land, an account of which wc published. This year the Becood 
annual meeting was at Threlkeld, Cumberland, a few miles from 
Keswick, in a large billy pasture, known as Threlkeld Pasture, 
on tbe 29th August, wbeu £71 in money prizes, and three silver 
cups, value £5 5s. each, were offered for competition. Evidently 
the Society for tbe Prevention of Cruelty to Animals had mistaken 
the objects of the association, for they sent an officer to attend 
the meeting, and tbe humane society’s representative was under 
tbe Impression that the same sheep would be hounded and worked 
by each dog in the field. One rule of the association Is to the 
effect that any dog Injuring a sheep will be disqualified, and his 
owner will be held liable for the damage. 

The weather on Friday was tempestuous, heavy showers of rain 
ever and anon sweeping over the pasture, accompanied by violent 
gusts of wind. Northern farmers think little of wild weather, 
and some 500 or 600 persons assembled, amongst whom were a 
sprinkling of ladles, Including the Countess of Bectlve, who takes 
much Interest In the association. 

The mode of working the dogs is generally varied each year, 
In order to prevent owners previously training their dogs In 
one particular stylo. A properly trained dog will work just as 
the shepherd directs him, and the objects of the Association 
would become nil were tbe dogs only taught to work In one 
groove. Tbe great usefulness of an obedient and Intelligent 
dog in a mountain sheep-run cannot be over-estimated. Tbe 
dogs ascend places where the human foot could not follow, pick 
ont tbe sheep belonging to their owner, and bring them down to 
the valley when needed. 

With reference to the trials of Friday last, our readers must 
Imagine a large rough pasture, gradually rising to a distance of 
three-quarters of a mile to Its summit. At the foot Is placed a 
Bmall Bquare pen of open hurdles, the narrow entrance to wblcb 
Is made at a point ” round tbe corner ” from tbe direction in 
which the sheep have to approach it. At a distance of some half 
mile up tbe bill Is a large pen, Into which have been collected 
from the neighboring fells about one hundred Uerdwlck sheep, 
splendid steeplechasers, a five or six feet wall being no obstacle 
to them; and, when once they get separated from each other, It 
requires a fleet dog to keep pace with them in a race. “Quiet as 
a lamb” is a commonly accepted term; but when the wethers of 
Threlkeld are run into a corner, they will turn, stamp with tbelr 
feet, and defy the dog to dislodge them. This pen was In view of 
tbe dogs daring the trials from start to finish, and led to some 
difficulty; we think the reserve pen ought to bo hid. The prin¬ 
cipal difficulty In the whole trial that tbe dog has to contend with 
Is to keep tbe sheep front breaking away from each other, needing 
Incessant watchfulness. Once broken, l.he dog’s chance is, ninety- 
nine cases out of a hundred, gone. The penning operation is 
generally a difficult one, and any rashness on the part of the dog 
or man will send the sheep flying in opposite directions. 

For the local prize, open to a radius of ten miles around 
Threlkeld Statiou, tbere were but four entries, for seven prizes— 
three money prizes or £5, t‘3, and £1 10s., for dogs and bitches 
respectively, and a cap for tbe best looking dog. This paucity 
of entries doubtless arises from two causes—tbe diffidence of the 
local owners of dogs, and tbe uncertainty as to whether tbelr 
dogs will run and work In Ihe sight of a crowd of people. The four 
animals entered were all dogs, and the first prize of £5 was 
awarded to Mr. Matthew Bennett, of Wallthwaite, whose four- 
year-old Jack did some excellent work, and penued his sheep in 
28 minutes. The cup for the best looking dog was given to Mr. 
John Burges, of Hewer Hill, for bis seven-year-old black-aud-tan 
dog, 8cott. The cups are given with tbe object of Inducing 
farmers to refrain from breeding from mougrel strains. The 
judges declined to award any other prizes, on the ground of in¬ 
sufficient merit. 

For the Open AU-aged Stakes, open to the districts of the 
Association, there were also seven prizes, £7, £4, and £3, for 
dogs and bitches respectively, with cup for the best-looking dog 
or bitch. 

Dogs: 1, £7, Mr. John Atkinson, Ridding House, Nateby, Mat, 
aged 5 years; 2, £4, Mr. Wm. Eggleston, C’ulgaltb, Penrith, Tees, 
6 years; 8, £2, Mr. Joseph Tomlinson, Middleton, Westmoreland, 
Ned, 8 years. 

Bitches: Mr. Richard Benson, Ulverston, Bess, 2 years 4 months, 
and Mr. Robert Huck, Harrows Green, Kendal, Fly, 2 years 2 
months, were adjudged equal, and divided first and second prizes 
of £7 and £4; 8, £2, Mr. Thomas Staluton, Hebhlethwalte Hall, 
8edberg, Lassie, 2 years 4 months. 

Cup, £5 5s., given by the Association for the best-looking dog 
—Mr. Thomas Martlndale, Low Bemlrigg, Watch, black-and-tau 
dog, aged 3 years 

For the Open Puppy Stakes there were only five entries, three 
dogs and two bitches. The first prize of £7 was awarded to Mr. 
J. W. Gilpin, Scar Sykes, Ravenstonedale, Bell, aged 11 months. 
The cup, value £5 5s., given by the Countess of Bectlve, to Mr. 
R. Huck, Barrows Green, Kendal, Sweep, black-and-tan dog, 
aged 13 months, Tbe other prizes were withheld on tbe ground 
of Insufficient merit, Considering the weather, and the age of 
the dogs, Mr. Law's (Hettondale) Joss, we thought worthy of 
second. Mr. Westwood’s Tyne bail uot a chance, owing to tbe 
working of another dog when bis trial was on; and to crown all, 
tbe jndgea gave tbe cup to Mr. Huck'* Sweep, which came up to 
be Judged fresh from worrying one of bis sheep, although the 
rules state that auy dog Injuring a sheep will be disqualified. 
Tbe near approach of train time, we think, disturbed the Judg¬ 
ment of the Judges In the selection. Messrs. A. Cleasby-Dent, of 
Wharton Hall, Klrkby-8l*phen, and Henry Sayer, of Close House, 
Klrkby-Tboro, were Judges, eml Mr. J. R. Brtdaon, J. P. of Belle 
Isle, Windermere, referee .—Live Stock Journal.

We publish this week a portrait of the Irish red Better bitch, 
Roee winner of first prize In the open Imported class at St. Louts, 
and of the Fox gun, valued at *100, for the best Irish setter bitch. 
Roee Is owoed by Dr. Wm. Jarvis, Claremont, N. H , by whom 
she was Imported. She was whelped lo 1874, and was ored by 
)ir. Cecil Moore, UUardmore Dalkey, Ireland. 

The following la a brief history of her race, dating hack 
authentically to about 1796. About that date the then Earl of 
Enniskillen, Florence Court, County of Fermanagh, had a re¬ 
markably fine breed of Irish aeiters, and in 1814 he and Mr. Jason 
Haxzard, of Timaakea, same county, also owner of a fine breed, 
crossed their strains. Mr. Jackson Lloyd, of Tamnsmore, ob¬ 
tained this breed from Mr. Hazz.rd; and In 1819 Mr. Robert 
Evans, of Gostmerron, Dlngamore, County of Tyrone, obtained 
the breed from Mr. Lloyd and crossed It with the then noted 
strain of Irish red setters possessed by Capt. McDonald, husband 
of the Countess of Antrim. Mr. Evans was a noted sportsman 
throughout the North of Ireland, and his Irish setters were famed 
for their beauty and field qualities. In 1846 Mr. Moore obtained 
the breed from Mr. Evans and has since kept it pure. RoBe has

The arrangements were the best we have seen at any show, and 
everything worked ae smoothly as could be desired. The claasi 
fleatiou and the arrangementof the classes were beyond criticism, 
the special classes for each particular stra'n following the chain 
plot! and open classes; and the classes being judged as they came 
in rotation, ibe special prlr.es for each strain were awarded Irn 
mediate)) after those In the champion and open classes, anil not, 
as heretofore, after all the champion and open classes had been 
judged. For instance, t he special prises for pointers were awarded, 
before anv of the F.ngllsh Betters were judged, anil those for the 
English sellers iiefore the Irish setters, and the Irish set^pra be¬ 
fore the Gordon setters were judged. By this plan those dogs con- 
tendlngfor special prises being fresh In the memory of the judges, 
time was saved and confusion avoided. The system commends 
Itself, and it Is to be hoped, havlog proved itself so great an im¬ 
provement, Mr Lincoln will follow It In bla future shows. For it, 
as also for the excellence of ail the arrangements and the smooth¬ 
ness and expedition with which everything was executed, Mr. 
Lincoln deserves much credit. We always held him in our opin¬ 
ion as the fittest of men for superintending a bench show; but 
good as we found him before, yet we find he is all the time im¬ 
proving and aiming to get the machinery of a bench show as 
near perfection ss possible. Another commendable feature of 
the classification was the absence of special prizes or sweepstakes 
for the different strains of setters, and for setters and pointers. 
Such are always productive of dissatisfaction, and, as we have 
pojnted out before, are no evidence of superiority of the winner, 
as it results more frequently In the award going to the represen¬ 
tative of the strain which the judge prefers. 

The judging, which commenced on Tuesday and ended on 
Wednesday, was In public in a yard into which the building 
opened. The judges of the sporting classes were Mr. E. F. Stod¬ 
dard, of Dayton. Ohio, and Mr. P. H. Bryson, of Memphis, Tenn., 
both of whom proved themselves to be In every way eminently 
qualified for the position, and gave general satisfaction. In sonic 
Instances the contestants were so nearly equal that It required 
an extiert to give a correct decision: their canine knowledge, 
therefore, was put to a severe test. Major J. M. Taylor, of Lex¬ 
ington, Kv., and Mr. John E. Long, or Detroit, judged the non- 
sporting classes and dogs, used lii field sports, other than pointers 
and setters. This and oilier shows which have been held during 
the year, demonstrate that we have sportsmen who are In every 
way competent aa judges. A retrospect of four years shows how 
rapidly the dog-fancying portion of the community has educated 
Itself to an intelligent criticism of the good and bad points of a 
dog. Then those who were competent to form a correct judg- 
ment of a dog, could be count 'd on the fingers of one hand, and 
such being the case, the awards were not aa correct as now, 
and the carping at them hv the owners and spectators was the 
rule, with the exception of the first prize winners, who. even, 
did not, in many instances, really know wherein the excellence 
of their dogs was, or the reason why they were more properly 
entitled to a commend than the first prize they had been 
awarded. There arc, of course, many such yet, but, as a rule, 
now when a judge goes Into the ring he has the eyes of critics 
on him. In one sense the position of a judge is more trying 
than before, as he is required to be possessed of more knowledge 
to arrive at a correct decision and more candor to award It. Then, 
on the other hand, he has a more Intelligent community to back 
him up In a correct award. The "too fat’’at this show, and 
“ too thin’’at the next, the “shade of an inch space on the 
rump,” “ one tooth longer than the other," or some other equally 
foolish and impracticable reason, will not go down aa once they 
did, and happily too. 

The weather was the very worst which could have been had. 
On Tuesday It rained a’l day, which, had as It was, waa even bet¬ 
ter than the scorching hot weathc of Wednesday, Thursday and 
Friday which followed. To be realized, it Is necessary that It 
should have been endured. Although the human beings suffered 
Intensely, strsnge to say, the dogs did not show any evidences 
of It, which la to be attributed to the excellent ventilation of 
the building, to which, also, In a great measure, Is to be attrib¬ 
uted the freedom from a disagreeable odor. Referring to the beat 
reminds ua of bow a Chicago gentleman got the retort courteous 
from Mr. E. C. Sterling, president of the 8t. Louis Kennel Club. 
This Chicago gentleman la known by all bla friends to be pos¬ 
sessed of an Immense amount of good nature and of a very even 
disposition, and more than all, to be a man who very rarely, If 
ever, uses a profane word; but the heat waa too much for him, 
bo, approaching Mr. Sterling, on Friday, he Inquired, “Sterling, 
how far la St. Louis from hell!” “Just 818 miles by rail," re¬ 
plied Mr. Sterling In his usually quiet way. The Chicago gentle¬ 
man saw the point, smiled and walked on, and meeting a friend, 
told the joke, thinking It the beat repartee he had heard for a 
long time. 

Held aa the show was, on the Fstr Grounds and during the fair 
week, the general supposition was thst It would be as crowded 
as tbe two previous onea were, but to neither of them, was tbsre 
sn extra charge, while to this tbe charge of only fifteen.cents 
wss considered too much by the majority of those attending tbe 
fair to see the dogs. Doubtless tbe show being the only depart¬ 
ment to which there waa an extra charge, created a feeling of 
resentment by many, who never thought of tbe large outlay 
and expense to which tbe St. Louis Kennel Club had gone, and 
that the charge of fifteen cente waa a mere bagatelle. While the 
attendance was, nevertheless, large, yet the expenses and the value 
of the prlaes amounted to so much that the Club did not realise 
aa nmch as their expenditures. 

The 8t. Louis fair la the only fair of IU kind In tbe country, 
and the attendance, alwaya large, waa unusually so thlajyaar, 


which la to be attributed to the additional attractions offered by 
the association each year. So great waa tbe number of visitors 
that a room was Impossible to obtain, and In many, not large 
eoougb for more than two, six slept A barber rented hla five 
chairs for It. SO each for tbe night. Many, still, unable to get 
even such lodgings, at such a price, bail to sleep out of doors. 
The procession of tbe veiled prophets, pn«t|ioued, on account of 
the rain, from Tuesday to Wednesday night, added to the number 
of visitors, and it waa a grand sight. 

An excellent Idea, and worthy of imitation by other associa¬ 
tions, was put Into practice by the St. Louis Kennel Club, of 
giving to each first and second prise winner a handsomely printed 
certificate certifying to the value of the prize awarded each dog. 
In each upper corner of the certificate la a portrait of Bow and 
Faust. It will look well framed, and will enable tbe owners of dugs, 
which were awarded prizes, to keep a souvenir of the honor 
conferred on their dogs, long after the money has been spent. 

The number of dogs entered wae two hundred and aeventy- 
five. This la the actual number, as those entered In tbe special 
classes are not Included. As usual, there were 8oine Inferior 
specimens, whose benevolent owners are so kind, always, to take 
such dogs to a show to add, by contrast, to tbe appearance of tbe 
good dogs. These, however, wore in the minority, and taken as 
a whole It was a fine show. Of course the dogs were not In ae 
fine condition as at shows held In the winter or spring, as at this 
season of the year they are short of coat anyway, and, moreover, 
many of them had been In the field almost up to the day of the 
show. 

The St. Louis Keonel Club made a fine display of their pointers, 
Bow, Faust, Clyt’.e, Jaunty, June, Lassie, Zeal, Trap, Trinket, 
Lena, Drake, Lome, Memphtsto and Marguerette. The dogs, 
naturally cracks, were in the very ptok of condition, and were of 
themselves alone worth the visit to see. A finer display of 
pointers by one kennel we doubt impossible in England, and we 
arc certain has never been approached In this country. The club 
has certainly got tbe corner on pointers and are able to sweep 
the shows. The kennel which has come nearest to It, Mr Edmund 
Orglll’s, is the only one which can show any opposition. The 
club’s dogs were on exhibition only, and attracted universal ad¬ 
miration. Their Irish setters Erin II., and Biddy, and tbeir 
Llewellin setter Stafford were also on exhibition. 

Mr. P. H. Bryson exhibited champion Gladstone and Dogwhlp. 
The coming match between Gladstone and Joe, Jr., together with 
bis great field and bench show reputation, caused Gladstone to 
attract much attention. 

Next to the stall occupied by Gladstone was bis rival champion 
Joe, Jr., the first of the Campbell setters, and the hero of two 
field trial champion victories. With Gladstone Joe shared the 
attentions of the curious. Next to Joe waa Ills mother Buck, 
Jr., and next to her, her daughter, Fannie, by Light, winner of 
second prize in the Eighteen months Puppy stakes at Nashville 
last Fall. Then came Kale II., a daughter'of champion Tom; 
next was Floss, Joe’s sister, and next to Floss Tom III., a son of 
Joe, Jr., and Kate II., winner of the Nursery stakes at Nashville 
last Fall. The Campbell setters were on exhibition only, and 
from tbeir great field reputation had always a crowd around them. 
George Campbell never looked happier, and declares Joe has a 
sure victory over Gladstone when they meet 

Pointers. —In the champion dog class, over 5S lbs., Sleaford 
had a walk over, he being the ouly entry. In the champion bitch 
claaa, over 50 lbs., there were only two entries, Orglll’s Romp 
and Waddell’s Fan. Romp carried off the prize. Notwithstand¬ 
ing she was in too much flesli to he In good sbow form, we pre¬ 
ferred Fan. In tbe champion dog class, under 55 lbs., Orglll’a 
Rush went to tbe front over Willard's Sefton, the only other 
entry. Rush was in good show form. We have alsays consid¬ 
ered him the bert small pointer dog we have ever seen, and his 
victory over 81eaford in the special class for tbe beat pointer 
dog only confirms our opinion of Mr. Lort’s award, at the West¬ 
minster Kennel Club show In 1878, to Sleaford over him. Wc 
objected to the decision then, and are confirmed more than ever 
that our objection was well taken. The open class for dogs over 
55 lbs was not a good one. Holablrd’a Chips, the winner of first 
prize, Is a good dog. King Phtlllp, second. Is not as good as his 
sire, Old Phil. Patrick, a red and white setter, with the worst 
double nose we have ever seen, waa entered in this class. We 
are not surprised that a man who would own a dog with such a 
deformity should not know whether be was a pointer or setter. 
His deformity attracted the curious, which was added to when 
some mischievous Individual wrote over the stall; “ Brother to 
riallock’s red pointer.” 8eltni>r'a Lort, a son of Sleaford and 
Pride, a fair looking dog, was highly commended. The open 
class for hitches, over 50 lbs., had one good one, Ealy’a Nellie R., 
the winner «f first prize. The class for dogs under 55 lbs. was 
not good. With the exception of Glllman’s Gumbo and Hola¬ 
blrd’a Calcar II., winners of first and second, the others were not 
worthy of notice. Gllleapte’s King Charley was absent. Tbe 
bitches under 50 lbs. were a very good lot. It was a very 
close race for first place between Irwin * Waddell's Imported 
Regent and < rglll’a Belle. Both are lemon and white and fine 
bitches. Belle was In bad condition, and that wo think lost her 
the pride of place, which went to Regent, and left her second. 
Irwin A Waddell's Dolly Varden, a fourteen months old daughter 
of Vlacount and Dolly, well deserved the V.H.C. she got As 
yet a puppy, It waa an honor for her to get placed third to fully 
developed bitches of the quality of Regent and Belle. Dog pup- 
plea under twelve months were Inferior. Pepplnbrook’a Santo, 
first; Price's Sefton II., a non of Sefton and Kate Roger's, 
V.H.C.; and Smith’s Clay, H.C., all three lemon and white, were 
the only good onea In the class. Bitch puppies, under twelve 
months, were better than tbe dog pupplea. Ealy’a Maggie G. 
went to the front, followed by Musetta, a daughter of champion 
Bow and Munson’s Qneen, with a H.C. We thought Engel’s 
Beau Belle, by Faust out of Zeal very pretty, with a floe coat. 
Her only fault la being small. She deserved notice Price’s 
Lady Sefton, a daughter of Sefton and Kate Rodgers, la a pretty 
bitch, and with age will be a good one. She te now but eight 
months old; she waa In very bad condition. The Parker gun, 
valued at 8350, for the beet pointer dog, went to Rush; and the 
Remington gun, valned at *100, for the best pototer bitch, went 
to Ealy’a Nellie R We preferred Weddell’* Fan over Nellie R. 
for the place of honor. A collection of 8lr Edward Landseer’s 
subjects, valued at *85, for the beet brace of pointers, regardless 
of sex or weight, was awarded to OrgUI'a Rush and Belie. 

KnoL isn Setters. —In tbe champion dog class,Paris and Vle’i 
France were tbe only entries, and Paris walked away with the 
prise, Right here we wish to give Mr. Smith and Mr. Barges a 
rap for taking their doge to a show In the condition they did. If 
a prize had been offered for the brace of dog* In tbe dirtiest and 
wont condition, we should have come to the conclusion that the 
gentlemen were so anxious to win the prize that they had sacrificed 
their chances for all other prises to win this; and bad thare been 
auch a prise tbe judges would have been compelled to tie them 
for II Owing to the season of the year, dogs could not be ex¬ 
pected to be In feather, but they certainly conld have been put 
indecent show form; If nothing more they could have been 
clean. It waa an outrage to aee such fine dogs aa Druid and 
Queen Mab, and Paris and Clip axhlbtted In the condition they 
were. Had the judges withheld their premiums they would have 
beenlluaUfled, and would have taught these gentlemeh thst, eyes, 
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If they do own four of the beet dogs In America, they should 
hare more regard for tbe dogs than to neglect them as they 
evldeutly did. A novice at bench shows can be excused, if any 
uiau can be excused for having hie dogs In bad condition, but 
old campaigners, like Mr. Smith and Mr. Burges, or to use tbe 
familiar phrase of an llluatrioua (t) bantling, that lived but a 
few ehort mouths and died, some time since, from Inanition, 
auch well known “ Mug-Hunters ” ought to know better. We 
advise these gentlemen to, Id future, take tbeir dogs to shows In 
better condition or keep them at home. A good dog, in bad 
condition, la an unsightly object. In champion bitches Queen 
Mab and Whitman's Floaa and MllJey were the competitors. 
Queen Mab was awarded the prize, Floes got a V.H.C., and Mllley 
H.C. Mllley waa In good condition and tbe only one that was. 
Mr. Whitman will Uke our remarks to Messrs. Smith and Burges 
as applicable to him for Floss' condition. Had there been a 
prize for bad condition for single dogs be would have been a moat 
formidable competitor against Messrs. 8mith and Burges. By 
not having Floaa In condition be lost the opportunity of 
walking away with the championship, as Floes In show 
form could have easily beaten Queen Mab In the 
condition she waa. The open Imported class was a good one. 
Druid, the beat English setter in America, md the licet we have 
ever seen, and a dog that baa proved bis goodness by the quallty 
of his progeny, In spite of hla condition, woo the place of honor; 
Coin In good condition second; Veteran, a son of Gladstone, a 
you g dandy, fourteen monthB old, looking as If ho had come 
out of a band-box, a dog with a grand body, but uufortun&t. ly 
too snlpey in the muzzle, got a V.H.C. Lofty was on exhibition 
only, aud was In fine condition. Mr. Drane was offered for him 
by ua, fo- another gentleman, one thousand dollars, which he 
refused, as he had before leaving borne refused tbe same sum, 
and had promised tble gentleman If be ever aold him to give him 
tbe refusal of him. Lincoln A Hlllyar’s Frank II. was absent; 
as was also Blondle, entered, however, for exhibition only! 
Prince Guido Is not a winner against the dogs he has to meet in 
htsclsss, and being a rattler In tbe field must look to field trials 
for honors If he would have them. The bitches In the open 
Imported class were a capital lot. Clip won first, very closely 
pushed for the place by her younger sister Cubas, like her In 
color and form, only smaller, enough to make a capital brace 
mate for her, who took second. Nilsson was given a V.H.C. and 
Livy a H.C. Cook's Grace was absent. 

Native Enqubu Setters.— The dogs were a good-looking lot, 
and as a rule in good condition. Royal Ben had an easy walk 
over for first place. Treutler’a Boy, winner of second, la a good 
looking orange and white, aa la also Greenwood’s Vance, V.H C. 
Budge, belonging to Irwin A Waddell, la a fair looking dog and 
was given a H.C., and Fluke's Tip II. came In at the finish with 
a C. The bitches were a very good lot. Kaye’s Nannie, an In¬ 
mate of tbe Missouri Kennel, St. Louts, a daughter of Demuth's 
Dash, a good one, but with too much flesh, was awarded first; 
Mansfield’s Fanny, a daughter of Rake, a good looking, black, 
white and tan bitch, second. Gillman'a Brllliante, V.H.C., and 
Whitman’s Blue Belle, H.C., were both pretty bitches. ' The 
former was too fat, and the latter too thin, and in bad coat for 
good show form. The dog puppy class under twelve months had 
only two good ones, Hennessey’s Daniel, The Prophet,winner of 
the prize, and Vie’s Style V. Waddlngton's Nick was absent. 
The hitch puppy class, under twelve months old, was a better 
class than tbe dog puppy class. Burges’ Lofty—Nilsson brace, 
Lotta and Luna, were awarded first aud a V.H.C., and 
Waddlngton’s Snow, H.C. The Parker gun, valued at *200, the 
special prize for the best English setter dog, was awarded to 
Druid. Paris was withdrawn. The Fox gun, valued at *100, for 
the best English setter bitch, brought out a close contest between 
Queen Mab and Clip. Long did the Judges hang over the decis¬ 
ion, and finally, not being able to agree, Mr. John Fottlcr, Jr., 
president of the Massachusetts Kennel Club, was called In to 
decide the tie, ami after a critical examination awarded the prize 
to Clip and gave Queen Mab V.H.C. Although both are grand 
bitches yet we preferred Queen Mab for the position, consider¬ 
ing her the Iwttor of the two. Cabas was given a H.C. The gun 
case for the beat brace of English setters, regardless of sex, was 
awarded to Druid and Queen Mab; Floss and Millcy H.C. Penn 
and Livy were withdrawn. The race for the solid silver flask 
for the beet native English setter, dog or bitch, was between 
Royal Ben and Kaye’s Nannie, but in the home stretch Ben 
pulled away and caino home an easy winner. Cubas did not 
compete, having been entered by mistake, she belonging In the 
imported class. 

Ihibh Setters- —Tbe champion dog claaa had but two entries, 
champion Elcho, on exhibition only, and bia son, champion Berk¬ 
ley. The prize went to Berkley of course, he being the only 
competitor; he was in better condition than we have ever seen 
him. Hla coat ehone like a piece of silk and he waa fit to com¬ 
pete for his life, had that been the prize. Champion bitch class 
had Duck and Red Rlv»I. Duck,although she had weaned a litter 
of pupplea but a short time ago, yet was in fine condition, par¬ 
ticularly so when It la considered she had but no short a time 
weaned her litter; she was awarded the prize. Red Rival waa 
not In as good condition aa we have seen her; by no means In 
the condition she waa, at St. Paul a year ago last September. She 
Is a handsome bitch, and deserved well the V.H.C. she got. The 
opeu Imported dog class waa a good one. Paul’s Elcho II., a 
aou of Elcho and Rose, a handsome dog, and In good show form, 
waa awarded the first prize, and Thorsteln II., a son of Thorateln 
and Loo II, waa second; Holablrd’a Palmerston Jr„ H.C. The 
open Imported bitch claaa waa very good. Dr, Jarvis’ Rose was 
awarded the first prize, but she did not have a walk over, 
her daughter Guido’s Lady Clare, by Elcho, pressing her for It. 
Rose, handsome bitch that abe is, will have to look 
out for her daughter. Paul’s Bessie was absent. Grif¬ 
fith’s Molly by Erin—Fan II,, waa highly commended. 

Native IrlBb setter dogs wae a good class. Lincoln A Hellyar’a 
Arlington, winner of first prize at the last Boston sbow, wss 
awarded the first prize, but we preferred for It Chance, who got 
second. Chance, to our mind, la a better dog. He bas a good 
body, good bead, good qua'tera, la of an exceptionally good 
color, while Arlington, a good dog In other respects, la weak 
behind, and not of aa good color as Chance. Neither waa he In 
as good abow form as Chance. Berkley’s son, Patrick, out of 
Scotchy, waa given a H.C., and tbe Emporia, Kans., Keonel 
Club’s Karl, by Elcho II.—Katty, was Commended. Nstlvs 
Irish setter Mtcbea were not good. Griffith's Kitty was first, 
Linn’s Juno second, and Duie's Kate waa Commended. Dog 
pupplea, under twelve months old. were good. Sackett’a Irish 
Ranger was awarded tbe prise. The folly of giving dogs high 
sounding names waa demonstrated In Napoleon. It was too 
much tor him; he could not bear up under It. He bad been 
christened but e few days before the show and the weight 
of It oppressed him. He had not time to get accus¬ 
tomed to It, or It had not thoroughly diffused Itself 
over him. In short, ha acted In the meanest manner 
possible by trying to strut too grandly and got left, much to tbe 
disappointment of his owner, who thought he bad In him a con¬ 
queror; but St. Louis proved e Waterloo for him. Bitch puppies, 
under twelve months, were better than the dogs Stlesmeter’a 
Elea, a pretty young bitch, took ibsprtze, Griffith! Venus V.H.C., 
and Hortenae, a worthy sister of Napoleon, who acted about aa 
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badly ae she coaid, got a H.C. The W. and C. Scott gun, valued 
at $150, for the beet Irish setter dog, was a walk away for Berk¬ 
ley. Palmerston, Jr. was withdrawn. Jbe For gun, for the 
best Irish setter bitch, went to Rose; Red Rival V.H.C. The 
Holablrd shooting suit for the best brace of Irish setters went to 
Berkley and Duck, the only entry. The bronze medal for the 
beat native Irish setter dog went to Chance, a son of Ranger and 
Fanny Fern. 

Qokbon Setters,—T he champion dog class had two entries, 
but the Toledo Kennel Club's Grouse had really no competition. 
He Is a magnificent dog, and was In capital show form. His 
stud services, which, Mr. Moore Informs us amount to sixteen 
hundred dollars since the first of January, have not told on him, 
for he was looking better, we thought, than when we saw him at 
the Detroit show. Champion bitches had but one entry, the Nas¬ 
sau Kennel Club’s Nell, who of course got the prize. The open 
dog class was a very fine one. The Toledo Kennel Club’s Judge 
took the first prize, Dr. Nevln'a recent Importation, Blossom, 
second, Milton Bmlth’s Carlo V.H.C., Daenzer’s Feldman com¬ 
mended. Fargo's Abeland was absent. The bitch class was 
also a good one. The Toledo Kennel Club's Bee 
and Venus, two very handsome bitches, were first and 
second. Bcudder’s Jet, auother pretty hitch, V.H.C., and 
Travis’ Fan H.C. The dog puppy class under twelve months 
had three entries, each of which got a V.H.C.—very highly con¬ 
demned. The Judges sent them out of the ring without notlclug 
them, considering them wanting In merit. The bitch puppy 
class under twelve months had a very fine one, to which was 
awarded the prize, January, belonging to the Toledo Kennel 
Club, by their Grouse out of Willard’s, formerly Addison 
Smith’s Dream. The Aldlne Kennel Club’s Jet was commended. 
Grouse carrlea off the Nichols gun for the best Gordon setter dog 
In the show, and Bee the Remington Creedmoor rifle for the best 
Gordon setter bitch; Nell got a V.n.C. and Venus a H.C. Grouse 
aud'Bee carried off the orange lightning powder for the best brace 
of Gordon setters, regardless of 6ex. For the beat native Gordon 
setter dog or bitch, the prize, a silver chariot,-was awarded to Nell. 
Chesapeake Bay dogs were poor. Irish water spaniels were not 
any better. Cocker spaniels were a good lot. The award to Ir¬ 
win & Waddell for tbe best brace of cocker spaniels was about 
as bad an award as we have ever seen. Mr. Whitman was 
entitled to It. 8o annoyed was he at the decision that he with¬ 
drew all tbe rest of his dogs from competition In the other classes. 
His claim was that Mr. Long was prejudiced against him and 
that the club having announced Major Taylor as the judge of tbe 
classes he had entered In, he objected to any change In the 
Judges. It Is justice to Mr. Long to say that Mr. Whitman Is 
wrong In his supposition, as Major Taylor told us that the onus 
of the award rested entirely on him, Major Taylor, Mr. Long 
being In favor of Mr Whitman’s entry. Spaniels other than 
Irish or cockers were ordinary. Fox hounds were good. Beagles 
were a splendid lot; Mr Charles Rowett's entries swept the 
prizes In all the classes with the exception of the first prize in the 
dog class, which w»s won by Dodge Baker’s Rattler, bred by Mr. 
Rowett. Greyhounds were u good lot. Scotch deerhoundB had 
one entry, but It was a good one. Fox terriers were good; 
Gibson's Tipsey was one of the prettiest we have ever seen; she 
was awarded the first prize.

meut, and, marvelous aa it would seem, captured two of them, 
wounding the third, who escaped. This bold exploit was the 
cause of much comment; the editor of the “Knickerbocker 
Magazine,” complimented the hero In a few well-chosen lines, 
and other periodicals applauded him for the deed. For this cap¬ 
ture he received a proportionate amount of the reward. Daring 
1840 an obituary notice of Mr. Judaon appeared in the famous 
old magazine above named, when be wa6 believed to have been 
killed at Nashville. Tenn. He was from an early period In the 
history of the “ Knickerbocker” one of the leading contributors 
to Its pages, and Lewis Gaylord Clark, the popular and talented 
editor, was a warm personal friend. His contributions were 
principally sketches of adventure, sea tales, etc., and his nom 
de. plume of “ Ned Buntllne ” was first adopted in this connec¬ 
tion. The store of entertaining Incidents he had gathered on 
land and sea, woven together In his captivating style, served to 
render the productions of “ Ned Buntllne ” popular, even from 
the first; and his stirring sketches In the “ Knickerbocker Maga¬ 
zine ” added much to the piquancy of that old-time favorite. 

After the close of the late rebellion, In which Mr. Judson 
served with honor to himself and the Union cause, be retired 
■gain to private life at hla charming home, the “ Eagle’s Neat,” 
and devoted his attention more zealously to literary pursuits. 
The enterprising publishers of the New York Weekly engaged 
him as a regular contributor, giving such remuneration for the 
productions of bis pen aa has seldom been accorded to writers of 
fiction, in either England or America. Through the medium of 
his thrilling romances the since famous Western scouts, William 
F. Cody, J. B. Omobundro and William Hitchcock, were first In¬ 
troduced to public notice. These daring hantera, better known 
by their respective ulinset of “ Buffalo BUI,” " Texas Jack,” and 
" Wild Bill,” figured largely In Ibe novels of “Ned Bantllne," 
snd the two first named appeared In connecUon with the novelist 
In a play entitled “Scouts of the Plains,” dramatized by Jndson.

The Great American Desert.

Last Spring, while traveling through a country that In my 
acbool-boy days was marked on the map as tbe “ Grant American 
Desert,” bnt Is now known as fsrtlla, sunny Kansas, several 
amusing incidents came beneath my noUee,that may probably In¬ 
terest some of the many readers of tbe CatCAOo Firld. 
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One line morn tog, early In April, my friend Cnpt. Braden, of 
Ltgonler, Ind., though n poor wing shot, it fond of the (port, bat 
look oat when be drewe e heed with the rifle; another friend 
wbo reeldea In this city, and myeelf, concluded to visit Jacob's 
Mound, In Lyon county, from the summit of wblcb a fine view 
of the country can be bad for many miles around. In order to 
facilitate matters the party was provided with a gun, Held-glass, 
and basket of luncheon, the latter prepared by the excellent 
cuisine of the Central Palace Hotel. 

Early morning found us seated In an open spring wagon, antic¬ 
ipating much pleasure from a drive of fifteen miles over the high 
rolling prairies, for which this beautiful part of Uncle 8am's 
dominions Is noted. The Captain sat smiling and happy, hold¬ 
ing the ribbons over a pair of prancing mustangs. My nameless 
friend, being the crack shot of the party, took charge of the gun, 

I being left to look after tbe lunch. Being almost entire strang¬ 
ers In the country, we halted at a cabin some eight or ten miles 
from the city to ask fortlnformatlon regarding the roads, when 
tbe following dialogue took place between the Captain and one 
of the natives: 

“ Good day, sir.” 

“ How de do, stranger, how de do.” 

“Spading up for some garden! ” 

“No,sir; I am breaking prairie.” 

“ How much prairie do you expect to plow with a spade) You 
cannot reasonably expect to accomplish much, for I see you have 
only one leg." 

“ Tee, sir, lost that foot at Gettysburg, and I expect to dig up 
all I can." 

“ Have you no mules or plow! " 

“ No, sir; can’t afford 'em.” 

“Is that your little boy) ” 

“Yes, sir; got his back hurt; he fell from a tree when we lived 
In Ind'any.” 

“ I see your dog has a sore foot.” 

“Tee, Touser and I have four legs In pardnere; he has three 
on 'em; I got t’othern. And this Isn't all—my wife Is blind of 
one eye.” 

“ You have no children In the asylum, have you! " 

“No, elr; oh, not” 

“Well, sir, I must say that yours Beems to be a very unfortu¬ 
nate family, from the dog up.” 

"Wall, yes; but bettern some of our neighbors, for I have a 
house, and they live In a dug-out, and han’t got no dog at all. 
And some on ’em live on rented land; but I own 160 here and 
am going to stay rite here till I make a farm.” 

. " Is this the road to Jacob’s Mound! ” 

“Yes, sir; straight ahead three miles, and you will come In 
sight.” 

"Thank you, sir. Good-day." 

“Farewell, stranger, farewell." 

After getting beyond hearing, the Captatu gave vent to his 
pent-up feelings as follows: "My God, is It any wonder that 
Kansas continues to grow and prosper! Is it any wonder that 
the once desert blooms and blossoms as tbe rose! The mystery 
Is solved. Pluck, grit and energy will accomplish wonders. Great 
God, Just to think of a one-legged man, a blind woman, a crippled 
boy, a three-legged dog, and an old rusty spade, converting 160 
acres of raw prairie Into a farm." Tbe mound was reached In due 
time, and we ascended to the summit. I do not know the alti¬ 
tude, but at the foot of tbe mound, not a breath of air was stir¬ 
ring, while on the summit a fresh breeze was blowing from the 
north. On reaching the highest point a grand and varied pano¬ 
rama was spread to our view. Tbe magnificent rolling prairie 
could be seen for miles in all directions. Long trains of white 
covered wagons were wending their way over this sea of land. 
At Intervals a white farmhouse relieved the eye. Away off to 
the west was something that looked like a huge black wall, but 
with tbe glass was made out to be timber along Dow Creek, 
which we reckoned must be at least twenty miles away. To the 
east, Bloody Creek, like a Hue of silver, wound Its serpentine 
course until lost to view. Emporia, Council Grove, Americas, 
and two other towns that we could not Identify, were brought 
into view with the glass. This mound will well repay a visit to 
any who contemplate a trip to southeastern Kansas. It must 
be seen to be appreciated. After feasting our eyes on this beau¬ 
tiful landscape for an boor, and gathering some relics In the 
shape of red and blue colored flinty looking stones, we descended 
and drove to the banks of historic Bloody Creek, where we demolr 
tsbed the luncheon of cold chicken and other goodies. Why. 
Captain, what Is that! “ That, sir, Is only a reminder that run 
nlng water Is not always fit to drink, and that a bottle 
of Catawba Is.” After satisfying the cravings of tbe 
Inner man we turned our mustangs In an easterly direc¬ 
tion. Nothing presented Itself as a target until we bad driven a 
couple of miles, when suddenly a jack rabbit started fiom the 
tall, dry grass, close to the fore feet of the horses. Now a real 
Kansas jack was tbe height of my ambition, one of tbe things 
above all others that I really wanted. I bad In my mind some 
work for the taxidermist I Imagined to myself how gTand that 
fellow would look on my mantle under glass, but I was doomed 
to disappointment, for the crack shot (ailed to stop him In his 
wondrous flight, so Jack bade us a hasty farewell. Suddenly a 
great commotion was heard In the waters of the creek, and with 
hssty wings a large covey of mallards rose high In the air. After 
circling round us several times, as much as to say, “ wbo comes 
here!" we finally saw them dart down no great distance off. 
" Now, my laddies,” says the captain, “ we will wake yon up.” 
We cautiously approached the locality where we had seen them 
go down. Sure enough, up they go, wall huddled together, with 
the old familiar " quack I quack I" “Soon from the uplifted tube 
the mimic thunder bursts. The leaden death o’ertakes him and 
with many a giddy whir) to earth be falls and at my feet ex¬ 
pires.” I jumped from the wagon and picked up a brace of 
them. Oh, whst beauties. The crack shot has rati loved him¬ 
self, and was as tickled as a boy with bis first pair of boots. We 
now steer for home, for we have a long drive before us. Plenty 
of chickens offer themselves to our sbootlst as fit subjects on 
which to try his skill, but the strong arm of tbe law Intervenes, 
so ibey fly over and around us unmolested. After a pleaasnt 
day well spent we arrived at tbe hotel In Emporia, benefited, we 
verily believe, both In soul, body and appetite.

while the first was utterly lacking, the few young birds In exist¬ 
ence being generally second broods, and consequently not big 
enough to shoot, and the standing corn preventing tbe guns get¬ 
ting at those that were big enough. There were no stubbles to be 
walked, and even the green crops, from want of sun, did not af¬ 
ford as much cover as some might expect after tbe abundance 
of rain. But, after all, It matters not whether the cover be good 
or bad If there are next to no birds to shoot, as Is the case this 
year. Tbe stock of birds left at the end of last season was above 
the average, and they do not appear to have suffered so much as 
might have been expected from the Intense cold of the Winter. 
But the nesting season was one of tbe worst ever known. On 
all low-lying grounds the nests were swamped by hundreds dur¬ 
ing tbe almost continuous rain, which, combined with cold wind, 
caused much destruction among eggs, even on the higher lands. 
There was a slight cessation of wet weather during the hatching 
time at the end of June, but the young broods which did come 
off bad shortly afterward to face a succession of downpours and 
much cold wind; and so It came to pass that many coveys were 
entirely obliterated or reduced to very small dimensions, In num¬ 
erous Instances only one or two young birds battling successfully 
against the adverse Influences of the weather. Tbe coveys 
found by sportsmen during the present week have been mainly, 
as 1 have said, the second hatchings, and will not be fit game for 
two or three weeks, by which time It Is to be hoped that tbe 
bulk of the harvest will have been got In and sport will have 
Improved. As matters at present stand, a worse partridge 
shooting season cannot probably be remembered by the oldest 
sportsman alive. 

But now, In commencing a tew short articles on partridges and 
partridge shooting, let me first say a few words about our pop¬ 
ular game bird ornltbologtcally. Our common partridge be¬ 
longs to the family of the Tetraonldaj, and to the sub¬ 
family Perdlclne, which class of birds are distinguished by their 
full and heavy, bodies, short necks, and short, strong, and 
slightly curved beaks; while their heads are small and rather ob¬ 
long, and their legs short and stout, covered with scales or 
feathers. Some species have a spur behind, denoting • their 
affinity to tbe Galllnse, all of which have this feature. They 
have full, soft, compact plumage, generally of grey, brown, and 
dusky red colors, prettily mottled and blended so as to produce 
an harmonious effect. Tbe Perdlclne are pretty generally dis¬ 
tributed over the world, but occur mostly In warm and temper¬ 
ate climates. They live on vegetable substances, such as seeds, 
buds, and the herbaceous parts of plants. They are of a re¬ 
markably timid and retiring disposition, have a strong "whir¬ 
ring” flight, and are spedaly distinguished for their great powers 
of running. We have but two species In this country, the com 
mou and the French partridge. The common partridge Is called 
by some naturalists Tetrao perdlx, because, as I have said, It be 
longs to the superior family of the Tetraonldte, and by others 
Peidlx cluerea, or the ash-colored or grey partridge. “ Craven ” 
assigns another color In the lines—

It la hardly ne ce s sar y to say that there Is no sporting anniver¬ 
sary so popular as ths first of September, partly because partridge 
shooting Is a pastime which has more followers than any other 
of our field sports, and partly because the sport Itself Is, taking 
all things Into consideration, the most enjoyable of all. It la, 
therefore, a most tad circumstance when the opening day reveals 
little but disappointment, as was the case on Monday last. 
This disappointment was Indeed anticipated; and the returns of 
tbe sport from almost every district In the United Kingdom fully 
bear out the tad prognostications of the season. There are three 
things needed for the success of partridge shooting—a good tup 
of birds, good covert to shoot them In, and fine weather, 
thaaa three tbs sportsmen have only had the last hitherto,

As to tbe term perdlx I must confess I am In Ignorance of Its 

etymology. It Is of coarse tbe Latin writing of the Greek-, 

and we find the word In some form or other In most languages. 
It Is, for Instance, perdrix In French, and In Spanish perdlz; and 
I suppose there Is little doubt but that our word “partridge" 
(Old English partrich) Is only a variety. But why “perdit!” 
have already confessed my obligation to tbe correspondents of 
The Country, Mr. Badaud, “Saxon," and "Zollus,” for suggest 
lng an explanation of the term Tetrao as applied to the grouse 
family; but I can hardly agree with “Zollus” (Tht Country 
Augast 28, 1879) wbo suggests that “perdlx " Is another case of 
“ onomatopoda ” (not onamatoprela as printed), and given as a 
name because It “ savors of the sound made by the bird's wings 
when rising.” Nor do I think we can connect the word with the 
cry or call of tbe bird, which Is usually represented In writing as 
“tzlck-tzlck," or as some write lt"tezlck." But here I must 


leave this etymological matter. 

A curious feature In the habit of tbe partridge Is tbe fact that, 
though a wild, shy bird, It selects generally for its haunts the 
most highly cultivated parts of the country, and seems to Increase 
In exact proportion to tbe care and attention bestowed on tbe til 
lage of tbe soil. This Is a remarkable circumstance, and, I 
should think, without parallel In the history of any of the animals 
Indigenous to our soil. Some of tbe best shooting I ever had w>s 
In highly cultivated market gardens In Essex, within ten miles of 
London. Few birds are more assiduous In their attention to 
their young, and the manner In which the old ones will pretend 
to be wounded and flutter along Just In front of their disturber 
In order to distract his attention from tbelr nest or young brood, 
Is well known. Attempts have been made from time to time to 
reclaim partridges from their wild state and tame them In con¬ 
finement, but very seldom have they succeeded; and, I believe, 
there are only two or three instances on record In which they 
have bred In confinement. The band-reared ones, however, be 
come comparatively domesticated, and a few years ago I hid 
some In my kitchen garden which, long after they were full 
grown, would allow anyone to approach within a yard or two of 
them. Gradually, however, they stated away to join their 
wilder brethren In the fields. Tbe partridge Is Indigenous to this 
country, and may be called a truly national bird, or, as 1 believe 
an eminent naturalist bas described It, “ a veritable autochthon 
In feathers.” A young cock bird In October or November, when 
the chestnut “ horseshoe ” bas fully developed on hts breast, may 
vie with almost any other bird In this country for beauty and 
symmetry. I have read or heard that Irish partridges generally 
spring without uttering a call, while Scotch coveys shriek with 
all their might. I wonder whether there are any grounds for 
this statement. I never shot partridges In Ireland, and so I can 
not speak of my own knowledge as to their silence or otherwise 
bat certainly I never noticed that Bcotcb partridges were partlcu 
larly noisy when Bushed. 

The other species of partridge we have among us la tbe 
“French,"or at somejcsll It the "Guernsey" partridge. Ptrdlx rufa, 
is.,red (red legged) partridge. It Is a native of France and Southern 
Europe, and there la some question as to tbe date of Its Introduc¬ 
tion here. According to Daniel It wss brought over from tbe 
continent In the reign of Charles II., when several pairs were 
turned out about Windsor forest. Probably, however, there was 
no stock raised from these birds, and It was not till about sixty 
or seventy years ago that the red legged species wss established 
In these Islands. Tbe account usually given, I believe. Is tbat 
the Marquis of Hertford and Lord Rendleeham procured some 
eggs from the Channel Islands, set them under common bens 
and when tbe young birds were reared, turned them out on their 
estates In Suffolk. It was from here that the breed extended 
Itself into other parts of tbe country. Sportsmen generally would 
gladly tee them exterminated, ss they tend to oust our own breed, 
and to spoil dogs through their persistent refusal to rite. It Is 
bolder bird than the common partridge, and more capable of 
domestication. The beauty of Its coloring Is well known. Mr 
Dougall and other sportsmen and naturalists speak of a smaller 

r es of this bird, which they consider a distinct one, found on 
cultivated edges of some Highland moors.—J. J. M., In

Tbe St. Clair Flats embrace an area of about 20,000 acres of 
muskegs, wild rice and sword plants, and have been a great feed¬ 
ing aud breeding ground for wild ducks from time Immemorial. 
The flats are well within tbe range of railroads. The Grand 
Trunk has a station at Sarnia, opposite Port Huron; tbe Great 
Western passes Chatham, which Is only twenty-four miles by 
corduroy road from Wallaceburg, the sportsman’s headquarters, 
and Mr. Vanderbilt’s road, the Canada Southern, runs to Moore 
Station on Lake St. Clair (sol), and not far from the southern 
end of Walpole Island, which Is famous for Its snipe. The Flats, 
which belong to the Dominion Government, are leased to two or 
three gun clubs, and the sportsman must receive a permit or In¬ 
troduction from a member before he can open fire. This rule 
does not prevent pot-hunters from making free with the pre¬ 
serves, but the ducks are so abundant that the lessees do not 
complain, and moreover Canada Is a bad place In which to at¬ 
tempt to enforce game laws by statutes against poaching. 

Tbe Indian Summer, 

-that beautiful season, 

Called by the pious Acadian peAesnts the summer of All-bnints, 

which begins In the latter end of September and ends with tbe 
first drive of sleet In October, Is the best time for duck-shoot¬ 
ing, although some sportsmen keep at It until tbe ponds and 
small estuaries are frozen up. Frenchmen, or rather French 
Canadian Indians, from the neighboring township of Sombre act 
as guides, and the French-Canadian settements In Essex supply 
cooks who are perfect Soyera at roasting wild duck or preparing 
the daintier snipe. The St. Clair River furnishes fish, and the 
muskeg lands cranberries. Sombre Is noted for Its mushrooms, 
which tbe Indians gather and turn Into catsup, or, as they call 
It, “ sauce of the earth's fruit." 

There Is a big distillery at Windsor, opposite Detroit, and a 
brewery at London, a little to tbe southeast, on the Great West¬ 
ern Railway, so that the Flats afford all that the most fastidious 
sportsman can desire In the way of entertainment. The method 
of duck-shooting Is the old Indian one of watching the feeding 
grounds. At 6 a. m. tbe shooters post themselves in dry spots 
among tbe muskegs, while tbe attendants with tbelr boats run In 
among the vast water meadows of wild rice and fire a shot or 
two to rouse tbe ducks. There Is a whir and rattle as the birds, 
rising In alarm from their early breakfast, beat tbelr wings 
against the rank and matted-sword plants, and tbe next moment 
the noisy flock goes wauk-wauk-wauk-tng away over the sage In 
the direction of the muskegs, and just as they are alighting the 
guns meat them with a deadly welcome. The attendants hunt 
around for the dead birds, for retrievers are next to useless among 
the dense water brush. As sport, pure and genuine sport, there 
is not much to be said In favor of duck-shooting In this way. 
The shooter does not enjoy tbat zest, supplied by a sense of his 
own danger, which the hunters of tbe grizzly, the chamois, the 
tiger or the wild pig get In abundance, and altogether tbe busi¬ 
ness partakes of the murderous sameness of an English pheasant 
battle. The birds are driven in hundreds up to the very muzzle 
of the gun, and there Is no art In blazing point-blank at them. 

It Is different with snipe. Tue snipe Is what Arte- 
mus Ward would have called an “am oslu’ little cuss,” 
errat'c In his movements, of 1:regular habits, and apt 
to turn up when hast expected. Deer .‘hooting does 
not begin In Sombre until the first fall of snow, and then it 
Is hatd work, for the woods are gloomy places, the outlying 
roads villainous and the deer scarce. The American citizen 
who has never made the pilgrimage of that Via Dolorosa, a 
c rduroy read, will find them hard one' to travel. Between 
Chatham and this village a corduroy carries the traveler over 
twelve miles of the southern limits of Hie Flats. It Is made of 
ongh unhewn sawlogs, eight feet In length, placed crosswise on 
tbe swampy earth. It Is an enduring and snre path; there is no 
ground for complaint on that Bcore, but tbe jolting us the wheels 
of the vehicle bob from log to lug Is a peculiar sensation, re¬ 
sembling, probably, tbat experienced by the early martyrs when, 
coopered up In barrels, they were rolled down the shi nbby de¬ 
clivities of the hills of Rome. No official record Is kept of the 
number of head of game killed on the Flats, but It Is safe to say 
tbat at least 80,000 ducks are shot every season, not to speak of 
the snipe, wild turkeys, plover, grouse ami woodcock. Once In 
a while bugle swans and outardee, or Canadian geese, are killed, 
and S'me years ago cranes were found here. Grouse are still 
plentiful in the 8ombra woods, and there Is nothing pleasanter In 
the sporting line ti,an a ramble through.the bush on a tine morning 
at this time of the year. The trees are now arrayed In their 
fall fashions, and nothing could be more gorzeous than the 
bright red, maroon and orange tints of the maple and beech. The 
mosquitoes and other pests have succumbed to tbe early frosts, 
and the air Is fresh and filled with tbe perfume of the odorous 
cedar and pine.—Wallaceburg, Ont, Correspondent, ifts York 
World.

IJcnuM /jofthortyz .—Tills branch of tlic American suit-family Is 
marked hy a crest of lengthened feathers springing from the top 
of the head, the shafts all being In the same plane, and the nibs 
tecllform and overlapping each other much like the shingles of a 
honse roof; they vary in number from two to eight, or even ten, 
and are broadest near the tips, where they are slightly recurved. 
The tail Is graduated, composed of twelve feathers decidedly 
stiff in character, and Is uearly or quite ns long as the wing. The 
coverts present no unusual development, and the tertlals are little 
less than the wing in length. Claws short, the lateral ones reach¬ 
ing to, but not beyond the base of the middle one: the longest 
toe outstretched, reaching to the tip of the tall The sexes present 
considerable differences in markings. 

tub valley colin, (Lophortyx calij'omicM.) 

Smaller than its eastern prototype, Ortyx virginianue, the Cali¬ 
fornia colin, or, as it is - fteuer called, todlstingui b It from Its 
mountain or plumed relative, Oreortyx pielm, “ Valley quail,” Is 
one of the most handsome of game birds peculiar to the Pacific 
slope, and justly the pride of the sportsmen of the Occident. A 
pert and aaucy species, it is “ game to the backbone,” and 
though, perhaps, not standing as high In the estimation of the 
devotee ot gun and dog as Virginianue, In Its own haunts It fills a 
place the l itter could not by any po-sibllit.y usurp; and the sport 
entailed in its pursuit, owing to ibe magnificent character of the 
western climate, tbe pure air of the country it affects, and tbe 
grandeur of tbe ever varying scenery, affords a sense of pleasure 
combined with absolute health not easily obtained elsewhere. 

A body, tbe anterior half of which is of a dark leaden or 
plumbeous color, us are also the upper parts, wings anil back of 
glossy olive-brown, and a black crest upon tbe head, are the most 
noticeable peculiarities of tbe male of this species. Tbe vertex 
and the occiput are of a light brown, but the anterior portion of 
the head above la of a brownish ocberous, behind which Isa white 
transverse hand, passing back uloug the side of the brown— 
within this white, anteriorly—and laterally, it is slightly overlaid 
with black ; the shafts of the stiff feathers are black. The chin 
and throat are black, bordered laterally and behind hy white in 
the character of a band which has its origin directly behind tbe 
eye, just at its posterior corner, forming a half collar, as it were. 
The band across tbe middle of the bead above bends abruptly at a 
right angle ou the sides just above and slightly posterior to the 
eye, and then passes back to the occiput. The bent and hollowed 
tlle-llke feathers of tbe neck are streaked with black through 
their centre, and also likewise are margined with the same, 
though the lip of the shaft Is white, thus producing an Indenta¬ 
tion of the black bonier; there Is also a tendency to form a white 
sub-apical spot, just within the black; and in many specimens 
there may he observed a short white line from the anterior corner 
of the eye to the moulh. Tbe headdress, or plume, composed of 
eight or ten feathers, is remarkable for Its beauty and grace. It 
commences at the top of the head, as above noted, and is con¬ 
tinued hack onto the neck, the feathers grailuully decreasing In 
size as they grow down the uape. When excited, enraged, sud¬ 
denly alarmed, or in the 1 reeding seasou when under the Influ¬ 
ence of the sexual passion, this is most noticeable, as then the 
cocks elevate tbe entire crest, the foremost feathers polntlug 
forwards over tbe forehead, after the manner of a similar 
appendage of the cocatoo- 

Beneatb, the abdomen is of a pale buff anteriorly and white 
laterally, the former with an orange-brown patch in the centre, 
round or oval In shape, b the case maybe; the feathers arc 
abruptly margined with black. The feathers, too, on tbe sides of 
the body, like those of the hack, are streaked with white, but 
there are no mottlings, or at least hut slight Indications, above. 
Tbe Inner tertlals are wargiued Internally with buff. On the 
back aud sides of the neck tbe feathers have black shafts, aud 
the edges are bordered with tbe same. The under tail coverts 
are of buff, broadly streaked- with brown. Bill black: extreme 
length less than nine Inches usually, rarely ten; wing, four and 
one-ihind; tail four and one fourth; weight, about eight or uiue 
ounces. 

The female, though presenting many peculiarities In common 
with her consort, yet wants the white and black upon the head, 
and also the buff and orange upon tbe abdomen; tbe feathers of 
the throat, too, are brownish yellow streaked with brown, instead 
of black margined with white, and tbe crest Is short and compar¬ 
atively inconspicuous. 

Young but full-fledged birds resemble the female rather than 
the male, especially about the bead. The upper parte are pale 
brown finely mottled transversely with black, and tbe scapulars 
and feathers of the back with yellowish-white shaft streaks, that 
widen as they approach the tips; there Is also a large black spot 
upou each neb of the feathers. 

The ground color of the chicks is dingy-white, tbe head, upper 
parte and wings tinged with pale rusty. A broad stripe of um 
her brown Is noticeable upon the nape of the neck and the occi¬ 
put. The upper parts have rather confused and elongated mot- 
tllngs of brown of the same hue as that upon the occiput, and 
there Is likewise au indistinct auricular spot of the same. The 
parts beneath are all plain dull white. 

In studying the habits of this species the observer of nature 
finds an ever-lucrcaslug source of lnteresL While lacking In 
many of the attributes that make tbe Virginia colin the admira¬ 
tion of tbe sportsman, It is equally gamey and equally valuable 
to man lu Its own peculiar way, and upon tbe table we hold It, 
when properly prepared, not one whit Inferior, though doubtless 
there are many who w ill disagree with this statement; bat It must 
he remembered that old prejudices that have clung to one through 
a lifetime are not easily removed, and that all appetites are not 
alike. 

Tbe distribution of tbe species Is universal through tbe valleys 
and foot hills of the Pacifle states from Sonora and Lower Cali¬ 
fornia northward through California proper.aud Oregon toWaahlng- 
lon Territory. It Is most abundant perhaps Id tbe southern part 
of Upper California and the regions west of the Blerra Nevada. 
It Is found along the course of the Mohave to Soda Lake,the “Sink” 
where the bed of the river Is lost In desert; and here It meets 
the Arizona bird Lophortyx gambtUi in its extreme western range. 
The Sierras and Great Colorado Desert teem to form an Insuper¬ 
able barrier to tbelr spread eastward, except when they may he 
artificially transplanted. In tbe neighborhood of California river, 
too, towards tbe coast and northward to Pugeta Sound, they are 
touud, lull in the latter locality cannot really be acid to be natives, 


ss they have existed here only, slnee 1857, when, through the 
commendable liberality of Governor Charles H. Mason and Hugh 
Allen Golds bo rough, Esq., two lots were Imported from Son 
Francisco snd turned loose upon the gravelly plains near Olym¬ 
pia. The Goldsborough flock consisted of but nine birds, of which 
only four were females, yet by the following winter they had In¬ 
creased to a covey uiimherlng upwards of one hundred Individ¬ 
uals, proving them to be nearly or quite as prolific as their rela¬ 
tives pf the Atlantic slope. Considerable numbers also Inhabit 
tlie Cuyainac mountains, but are coufloed to regions less than 
three thousand feet above the sea level. 

Ills a notable fact that as new state* and territories are set¬ 
tled and brought under tae control of civilized races, so certain 
classes of game increase in numbers. This is not so much due 
to the Introduction of laws for their protection, however, ss 
touslilersble space of time, frequently several years, must el >ps« 
ere the Inhabitants of a new country can aecure the necessary 
legislative enactments, and more still to ensure their general en¬ 
forcement; and from per-onsl observation and geuenl informa¬ 
tion, we apprehend that even at this late day, In most sections 
of the Pacifle slope, protective laws are to a great extent ren¬ 
dered null and void b, the apithy of those to whom the vindi¬ 
cation of tile “majesty of the lsw ” Is en-rusted, and by the gen¬ 
eral habit of judglug of tbe future by ihe present. As a rule, no 
attention is paid to game liws by the masses, yet in som i meas¬ 
ure laws are a restriction, and game has increased lu all sec¬ 
tions amenable to It, though this has been brought ab -ut lu part 
hy the destruction of most of the predacious wild animals that 
formerly preyed upon them, and partly by tbe greater abundance 
of food that results from tillage of the soil. To-day California 
coitus are more abundant than ever, especially In the valleys 
and among the foot-hills, except In the Immediate vicinity of 
Sau Francisco. Hundreds of flocks are bred yearly In the thick 
unJerbrush that b >rders thc'banks of the American and S icra- 
mento rivers, aud they have become so abundaut about l he 
towns along these streams, and even about Sacramento City, that 
It Is notau uncommon sight to see them frequenting the gard¬ 
ens and open spaces of the suburbs lu their sea ch f >r food. lu 
Los Angelos valley they abound In numbers exceeding that of 
any one species of gime In any part of tbe world; and In Ibe 
vicinity of Walker’s Basin are said to be so numerous aud so 
tame as to constitute a serious nuisance, so far as hunters are 
concerned, who resort thither for deer; they are complained of as 
being consta tly under foot, and coustautly starting the larger 
game by their flight aud movements. 

From this it may be seen that the visitor to the Occl lent can¬ 
not well go amiss in his search for th s handsome game bird. 
All the valleys of California and O egon harbor more or less of 
them, except as previously Indicated, uot only t .ose that open 
upon the coasts, but those of the interior as well. They are not 
Inhabitants of deep forests nor of tbe mountains at any consid¬ 
erable elevation, neither will ihey be found In the Interior basin 
where water and vegoiat on Is habitually scant; but they prefer 
grassy valleys, small chaparral, and the low cover s aloug the 
edges of groves, tbe la ter providing them with suitable roost¬ 
ing places at night. Where the ground Is bare of weeds or grass, 
as Is commonly the case in autumn and early winter in Cali¬ 
fornia, they will scarce ever lie well, bu exhibit a determina¬ 
tion to make the best use of tbelr legs posdble; an 1 they run so 
fast and so far [hat the best dogs ever brought Into the field 
are soon worn out, and so badgered, pestered and crossed as to 
materially Interfere with their previous education, even If their 
temper Is not utterly ruined. They may frequently be seen run¬ 
ning at full speed across the sandy bottoms left hy some long- 
ago freshet from the mountains, where the tunnu or little patches 
of prlekley pears are Interspersed with scrub oaks aud thorn 
bushes, even when danger Is not at all imminent, apparently 
indulging In a frolic, or, perhaps, In pursuit of midges aud other 
Insects that fly near the irrouud. 

Unlike the Virginia colin, this species never seeks the fields 
and opens at night, nor does It roost upon the ground unless 
compelled so to do by lack of arboreal growth. Where trees 
and fences exist they Invariably resort to them, the former always 
having the preference where they are sufficiently numerous and 
close, and uot of the cacti or prickly pear species, consequently 
they are never In danger of being overwhelmed by storms of 
snow and sleet that so frequently prove fatal to the eastern 
birds. Almost any evening one may see them just before twi¬ 
light Hying, one at a time, Into the almost impenetrable follageof 
the live oaks which are scattered about almost every where, and 
they may frequently be flushed from their perches, and shot, too, 
If sought about sundown, while there Is still light floough to use 
tbe guu. 

When flushed from coverts, contiguous or within easy flight of 
groves, they Invariably seek shelter among the leaves and 
branches, and this peculiarity Is, perhaps, the most disagreeable 
to the sportsman of all those possessed by the species. A large 
covey may take refuge In the trees, amidst whose foliage it will 
take the keenest eye to detect them, and the most provoking part 
of It all Is, that they almost always go out on the side opposite 
to the sportsman, or from where they entered, when they have 
once made up their minds to renew their flight. In the tree, too, 
they are more difficult to discover, If such bo possible, than the 
blue or dusky grouse (Dendragaput obeeurue), to which they bear 
considerable resemblance In point of color, and In astuteness In 
concealment, as they crouch down lengthwise along tbe branches, 
and lie thus motionless for untold periods of time, scarce so much 
as fluttering a feather or rolllug an eye, and may readily be mis¬ 
taken for a portion of the tree Itself. Indeed, there Is no cuu- 
nlng the birds are not equal to, aud scarce a trick peculiar to tbe 
family to which they do not resort on some occasion or another. 

When come upon In the broad opeD, tbe birds appear to distrust 
the power of tbelr pinions, though they are capable of strong and 
swift, though somewhat Irregular flight, preferring to seek safety 
by means of tbelr legs, which, ss before remarked, are used with 
such vigor and strength is to easily distance auy bat the most 
rapid dog, hence that favorite and elsewhere almost Indispensable 
companion of the sportsman Is here usually of little value save as 
a retriever, unless It be In those regions where there Is plenty of 
grass and thick ground cover, when they are forced of neceaslty 
to lie well. Where they are thoroughly and persistently fol¬ 
lowed, loo, they commonly lie fairly, but seldom as well uor as 
close as the eastern species, though they give out a deep and 
powerful scent that causes them to be readily found and pointed. 
The excitement of a strange dog pi such a time Is something 
wonderful and worthy of attention, for not only Is he moving 
constantly over a hot scent, but with a score or more, perhaps 
five or six hundred birds, directly In front of him and In full 
▼lew, the cocks with tbelr shining plumsge and beautiful create 
proudly erected, eyeing him as If wondering what manner of an¬ 
imal Is this that acta so strangely and disturbs their peace. It Is 
a hard trial for the dog no doubt, and an unsafe one except for 
tbe most thoroughly staunch and well-broken animals. 

Yonng birds are more prone to lie to the dog than old ones. 
When once full grown they are wild as hawks and bevond the 
reach of tbs novice, scattering wildly over the ground as soon 
as be Is fairly within gun range, probably when a hundred yards 
away; and wbsn they do epripg Into tbe air, are ao far away that 
tbe gunner wastes both time aDd ammunition In his frantic at¬ 
tempt* to brtog one to bag. Thousand* are killed upon the 


ground, “ground alulced,” to use the vernacular, by these would- 
be sportsman, who sink themselves to tbe level of pot-hunters 
and poachers In order to remedy the defect* of the Individual, 
and lack of knowledge essential to tbe successful pursuit of the 
game. As the birds usually associate In Immense flocks after 
tbe first of September, flocks that frequently number hundreds 
aud even thousands, It Is no difficult matter sometimes to steal 
upon them unaware* and pour two murderous charge* Into their 
midst as they move about together Id search of food. 8ti)l this 
Is the exceptlou rather than the rule, as the birds are constantly 
on the alert, and a number of Individuals along the outskirts 
seem to act tbe part of sentinel*, aud are very quick to perceive 
aud announce tbe danger. It 1* only when the birds are young 
and tbe flocks small, we are thankful to be able to say, that such 
pernicious practices are likely to meet with success, for In autumn, 
when tbe birds are full grown, they have hail their wits sharp¬ 
ened In proportion to their Increase In age and size. 

Where attempts have been made to Introduce and acclimate 
Orlyx Virginian**, the two species are said to live In perfect peace 
and harmony, and even to breed together; the hybrids 
being birds of musical power of flight and strength of limb, won¬ 
derful runners, and better able to care for themselves than 
either of their parents; If such is the case, they would be almost 
useless for pursuit by the sportsman, but It Is probable that their 
progeny—and there seems no reason why they should not procre¬ 
ate as well as other mixed breeds among the Oallinaeea —would 
eventually lose to a greater or less extent these peculiarities, 
especially In thickly Bettled arglcultural districts. Tbe truth of 
the above, however, we will not vouch for. A gentleman of tbe 
U. 8. Army recently Informed us that while stationed at one of 
the posts In California—the name has now been forgotten—be 
saw both species associating on the same ground, and that he 
frequently, when out walking, met a covey of California collna 
closely followed by another of the Virginia variety, the two not 
being more than four or five paces apart; they seemed to agree 
well together, sometimes feeding from tbe same heap of chaff 
thrown out by the quartermaster, yet he never saw a bird that 
could justly be held to be the product of the mingling of the 
species. 

To the North tbe birds are larger slightly, and we think darker, 
the lighter markings being less appreciable than in lower lati¬ 
tudes, a peculiarity that Is doubtless due to a greater or less ex¬ 
tent to the difference In the humidity of the two sections. Every¬ 
where where ground, food, and climate are propitious, they are 
very abundant, especially In Alameda and Maria counties, Cali¬ 
fornia, but their numbers are larger at some seasons than others, 
as during dry and excessively warm Springs and Summers, wbefl 
the country Is afflicted with drouth, they refuse to breed, aud In 
certain lower counties this sometimes proves the case for two or 
three seasons in succession. The flocks, too, In the North are 
generally Inferior to those of the South, ranging from thirty to a 
few hundred individuals, while In Southern California, In and 
about San Diego especially, packs may be seen throughout the 
entire Winter that must number thousands, and that rival tbe 
famous gatherings of tbe passenger pigeon that occur some sea¬ 
sons In many of the states east of the Rocky Mountains. 

The cover In the North, too, Is different, and the habits of the 
birds necessarily somewhat so also. Tbe running habits remain 
the same, but not so constant perhaps nor so marked. They may 
or may not lie to tbe dog at the outset, depending somewhat 
upon the ground beaten and the peculiarities of the weather and 
the locality; but after one or two followings—generally one flush¬ 
ing of the pack Is sufficient—they will lie close and hard If there 
be any vegetation on tbe ground—almost too hard sometimes— 
and allow the dogs a splendid opportunity to exhibit their powers 
and training. Were one now possessed of a dozen of these most 
valuable animals, all would constancy be on a point, not backing 
one another, but poiutlng Individual birds. The ground, too, 
generally consists of steep hillsides, wooded ravines and thick 
chapparal, very tiresome country Indeed to walk over whether for 
dog or man, aud the birds intuitively seek the worst of It; hence 
where It Is possible, we would recommend the dogs be kept at 
heel as much as possible, or used ouly to retrieve, the sportsman 
walking up the birds for himself; be wfll certainly secure more 
and better shots nine times In ten than If the dogs led the ad¬ 
vance; and the pleasure of seeing these Intelligent animals work 
is amply compensated for In most localities by tbe unusual quan¬ 
tities of birds, tbe ease of finding them, absence of mud, swamps 
and heavy thickets through which to flounder, the ease with 
which a wagon or carriage may be driven almost everywhere, and 
tbe length of the season, which lasts from September to March, 
the best shooting coming at a time when In the east, the streams 
are held In Icy bonds and the surface of the earth covered with 
snow and swept by fierce winds; until one gets well up Into 
Oregon there is little weather that can be held to be decidedly un¬ 
comfortable dnring tbese months. 

Retrieving will be forever a somewhat difficult matter, and will 
entail sufficient labor upou tbe dogs, as In many Instances, In 
fact In most localities, the ground Is more or less honey-combed 
with gopher and squirrel holes, and barrows of hares, that unless 
the birds are killed outright they seek these as a refuge, and are 
Irretrievably lost; consequently retrieving must lie performed 
speedily. Chaparral, too, affords refuge frequently from which 
neither dog nor man can secure a bird, and quicker legs than 
tboee of a tired sportsman are demanded to gather the game. 

Where one intends to spend considerable time In shooting 
feathered game on the Pacific coast, or purposes making this re¬ 
gion a permanent home, we would advise him to discard tbe use 
of the setter or pointer In shooting California colin, and substi¬ 
tute a thoroughbred English retriever Instead—providing his 
purse will admit of the outlay. It la a constant source of annoy¬ 
ance to the former to be constantly kept at the heel, and unem¬ 
ployed except when ordered to gather the game, and la likely to 
work more Injury than good In one way and another. The re¬ 
triever, on the contrary, expects Dothlng else and is well content 
with the part allotted to him. If a retriever cannot be obtained 
readily It would be a comparatively easy task to break either a 
spaniel, setter or pointer, for this purpose alone, and. by accus¬ 
toming him to remain at heel, aave when eeut in quest of dead 
or wounded game, there would be but little trouble In restraining 
him. A dog that will Industriously and peneveringly hunt up 
wounded or dead birds when so ordered, Is of untold value in 
western shooting, and one that cannot or will not take upon him¬ 
self this Important service Is better left at home as a boose or¬ 
nament, as be Is of little other value. Any dog, even a cur, may 
be taught this duty by tbe exercise of a little trouble, patience, 
and perseverance, and a UtUe exphrience after once breaking will 
teach them to watch tbe falling of the bird, thus giving a reason¬ 
able opportunity of finding again, If dead, or following up If but 
merely wounded; end any dog once accustomed to tbe work ac¬ 
quiree for It a certain tact and fondness that Is Invaluable, end 
that will save many a wounded bird from prolonged suffering. 
If ha Is Inclined to month the game, thorough practice bn e 
bird that has been stuffed with needles, tbe point* projecting 
outward into tbe plumage, will soon, lu tbe majority of ease*, 
break him of th* habit. 

In ebootlng, If there U anything In favor of tbe Eastern colin. 
It I* more than made np on tbs Pacifle coast by tbe number* of 
Us California relatives, which are often so Incredible as to conatt- 
lute a nuisance, particularly in the neighborhood of wlne-growlng 
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districts, as they commit aad havoc among the Tinea, devouring 
tender leaves and ihoota aa well aa grapes. In 1875, a writer 
under the nom da plume of " Calamink,” stated In tbe columns 
of this Journal, that the birds were so overwhelmingly abundant 
In several counties of California that the residents therein were 
forced to petition the state legislature to exempt them from the 
game law. Thouaauds of birds were destroyed during that season 
by means of corn soaked In a solution ot strychnia 

The western birds, too, are no in way particular as to the ground 
they Inhabit, thriving well wherever circumstances place them, 
and we find tbe species equally at home close to civilisation and 
near tbe cities, In the wildest mountain canyons. In the low val¬ 
leys, on the table-lands, and high up tbe mountains nearly or 
quite to tbe region of enow fall, where they trespass upon the 
haunts of their mountain relative. They Inhabit regions where 
snow falls to a depth of two or three feet until late In autumn, 
when they seek more cougenlal quarters, returning again, per¬ 
haps, In the spring. This Is the nearest approach to the migratory 
habit known of the species, and would seem to be caused, not by 
their Inability to withstand the rigors of the climate, but by the 
ease with which more favorable grounds are reached. 

The farther South we go, the larger the flocks encountered 
seems to be the rule, and here the only way to secure a fair bag 
and enjoy a day's sport Is to shoot over or at them a few times 
until they become wearied, for they do not seem capable of In- 
dulglng In prolonged flights. Two or three dischargee of the gun 
and the masses become somewhat exhausted and broken up, and 
then lie close, and when flushed fly but a short distance; for when 
fairly dispersed they depend upon their astuteness in flndlng 
places of concealment rather than upon their piulons for safety. 
Now they will rise singly and by twos, threes and fours at dis¬ 
tances varying from three to twenty yards, when the cool hand 
■nay pick his birds from the abundance on e'very side and HU his 
bag with but little personal Inconvenience, but the birds are safe 
from any but tbe experienced wing shot. Noue but those that 
have had experience In killing this game can understand their ex¬ 
treme wariness while In sight, or how they will sometimes run 
provoklngly just out of range In front of the gunner, never rising 
until closely pushed and then dropping quickly out of shot. But 
once dispersed they frequently indulge lu an entirely contrary 
mood, aud one has frequently to kick them out of the brush, grass, 
and underwood before they will rise. Uuder favorable auspices 
the sport la excellent. Much has been said about it being infe¬ 
rior to the pursuit of the Virginia prototype, but this Is all non- 
seuse; one has no right to compare the oue agaiust the other auy 
more than to compare with the shooting of grouse. Oue advan¬ 
tage in following the Western bird camiot be galnsayed, and that, 
instead of shivering over wcll-hunt'ed ground so common in the 
East, with nuiub lingers, and swearing and tearing along through 
saw grass, half frozen swamps aud over rough plowed fields In 
search of the last half-starved bird of the season, here you make 
your way over ranges of low hills covered with thlu brush, little 
more than lilp high, Intersected with small ruviues, always dry 
shod, and not subjected to wet feet utid damp and torn clothes. 
Where there are thickets or cbapparal, you avoid them, for there 
Is plenty of game elsewhere. Neither are the birds harder to 
kill, though In autumn they will oftentimes carry oft an immense 
amount of shot, and arc generally perhups, a little more tenacious 
of life. They may rise wildly, possibly, but not wilder than 
colins of well-hunted districts of the Middle 8tates, generally un¬ 
expectedly and while tbe gunner Is moving forward, but are not 
hard to bag If one coolly picks Ills shots, and they must be re¬ 
trieved, too, almost as soon as down. 

The shooting is necessarily rapid, as the birds are very quick 
in their movements, and arc constantly springing upon all sides 
us one moves forward. Every little bush presumably harbors 
half a dozen, and as they leave suddenly on your approach they 
tirst give utterance to their sharp metallic notes of warning and 
then rise In the air, whirling right and left, quartering, twisting, 
turning, aud dodging hither and thither Into the thickets and 
among the trees. The constant buzz and whir of so many wings 
in the air la demoralizing to auy but the steady nerved and ex¬ 
perienced gunner, and poor, or even ordinary, shots, as we can 
vouch from personal experience, are frequently so bothered snd 
pestered as scarce to know which way to turn or when and where 
to shoot. A hard hit bird may come trembling to the ground, 
but look sharp or he will not grace your bag! A shower of 
feathers when the birds are In good condition counts for nothing, 
and ranch to your surprise It will oftentimes recover suddenly snd 
fly off through the bushes with the speed of light, perhaps to fall 
dead a hundred yards distant In the midst of some ugly clump 
of prickly pears; another drops to the ground shot through and 
through, a mortal wound, yet It makes Its way with Incredible 
speed to some handy opening in the earth from which It will 
uever emerge alive; a third with broken whig uses Its remain¬ 
ing pinion In conjunction with Its legs to such good effect as to 
get off to die in some dense thicket, or perhaps to furnish a 
repast for some sharp-eyed fox or vulture. Birds shot through the 
head and lungs tower to an Immense height until the last breath of 
life Is extinguished and then, while your thoughts aud eyes are 
centered upon its evolutions, it falls like a stone into the chap- 
paral beyond a deep arroryo. 8peaklng of toweriug, this seems 
to be peculiar to all galtinamr as well as many other birds when 
wounded as above described, and the length of time a bird will 
remain In the air with half Its brain carried away by shot, or 
with lungs suffused with blood from a fatal wouud, Is something 
astonishing. Where the game la found on open sandy ground, 
If it can be driven to the vicinity of cover or grass the birds will 
lie better; otherwise they will huddle, perhaps giving the sports¬ 
man one terribly destructive shot If he choose to lire Into their 
midst, but afterward furnishing only a series of long flying shots 
at single birds. 

The California colln Is an almost omnivorous feeder, devouring 
nearly everything that comes In Its path In the way of food, 
even to the hard seeds of the tiymplocarp w# fatldiu, or skunk 
cabbage, as has been observed of them In some of the Eastern 
States where attempts have been made to Introduce the species. 
Nuts, berries, pine cones, Insects, grapes, seeds of all kinds, 
locusts, tender shoots of vines, buds of shrubs snd trees, grains 
of corn,wheat, rye, oats, millet snd barley, all contribute to their 
sustenance. In winter the budsofconlferaara eaten as by ruffed 
»nd blue grouse. In foraging In a cultivated Held, tbe broods 
pursue a regular course, commencing at one side, going over a 
•pace of twenty or twenty-live feet In width, following It to the 
opposite end and then return over a like space adJolDlDg; but the 
flocks of autumn are more prone to distribute themaelvee In a 
long Una, those In the rear constantly flying over the heads of 
their companions In front, so that each rear rank In turn becomes 
the front. Their numbers at such times render them very de> 
•tractive to vegetation, especially In districts subject to drouth 
•nd where sgriculture depends largely upon Irrigation for success. 
»k We . W0uld suppose essential to their very existence, as 

iney delight In the Helds and plains contiguous to the streams, 
•od when kept In confinement are wont to paddle and bathe In 
It several times a day besides frequently returning to the dish for 
Copious draught*; yet tn regions that are devoid of any form of 
nuid for weeks at a time, they are frequently found, and are ap- 
P»rently none tbe worse for Its absence. Bandy and alkali plains, 
“•* to offer no chance of sustenance, often harbor con¬ 
siderable flocks, but It la presumed that both food and water may 
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| be found within reasonable distances when needed. Strange to 
say,that while wet weather kllla off great numbers of the young of 
Ortyz mryirilimu*, it Is always dry weather that proves fatal to the 
broods of the Callforntrblrd. Doubtless In desert regions the 
birds can for a considerable period sustain life by means of the 
numerous Insects and midges that there abound and breed, and 
while we may admit their ability to go for considerable periods 
without water, we must believe that prolonged drouth will ex¬ 
tirpate the species In any locality unless they seek safety by mi¬ 
gration. t- 

The pairing season, by virtue of the nature of the climate, Is 
considerably earlier than with kindred species inhabiting more 
bleak and rugged regions, In Southern California probably occnr- 
Ing In February or March, and April or May In Oregon, as young 
coveys of birds nearly or quite two-thirds grown are frequently 
observed In tbe latter state as soon as the first week In June, and 
sometimes even earlier, and capable of strong and somewhat pre¬ 
longed flight. 

In their marital relations they resemble 'Ortyx virgiaiaaun, be¬ 
ing like that species monogamous and domestic In habits. They 
nest upon tbe ground In the same manner as other gallinaceous 
birds, a habit that with all species Is due to their relations to the 
country Inhabited, their general modes of life and the character 
and modes of procuring their food; experience hss taught them 
that their young are best supplied with nourishment by leading 
them to those spots where the food Is found rather than by bring¬ 
ing the food to the ueet, which they are enabled to do by their 
precocity. Again, their plumage, notwithstanding It Is so varied 
among the different genera of the same family, ever assimilates 
so closely with the colors of the grasses, herbage and foliage of 
tbe regions frequented, -that when Incubating they are thereby 
better protected than If sn large a nest as they are forced to con¬ 
struct were placed conspicuously In the midst of a tree or bush. 
They are, however, In no way particular as to the selection of 
nesting ground, sometimes building In the most uncomfortable 
and inappropriate places seemingly, aud again falling entirely to 
make auy preparation for the reception of their eggs. When a 
nest Is constructed It appears as nothlug hut a mere natural or 
artificial and shallow depression In tbe ground, perhaps lined 
with a few grasses and leaves, or often again without either, a 
much more rude affair than that of the eastern colln. It Isofteu 
found underneath old logs, brush heaps. In tbe edge of chapparal, 
at the foot of a cactus bush, or where large ferns grow. Gen¬ 
erally speaking, the higher aud more open grounds are chosen 
that command the country on every able for some little distance, 
apparently that approaching danger may the more readily be 
detected and measures for safety taken accordingly. A few 
blades of grass thrown together carelessly and without form or 
arrangement, is the only protection tbe eggs ever have except as 
afforded by the body and wings of the parent, even loose feathers 
beiug unknown. Great numbers of eggs are sometimes fouud 
on tbe ground scattered here and there, oftentimes so many to¬ 
gether as to preclude the belief that they are deposited by acci¬ 
dent; whether the excessive attentions of the males prevent tbe 
forming of a proper nest, or whether this Is due to the apathy of 
the parents, we are unable to say. In the neighborhood of Cape 
San Lucas, where Mr. Xantbus found them breeding, four eggs 
were noticed lying on the bare sand entirely unprotected save by 
a little heap of drift wood, and no traces of a nest In the Imme¬ 
diate neighborhood; on another occasion three eggs were found 
under the shadow of a fallen cactus; and In a third Instance eggs 
to the number of nine attracted attention, likewise on the bare 
ground, but under the shelter of a jessamine bush. Instances 
of eggs deposited under driftwood along the banks of water¬ 
courses are said to be quite common. 

Ordinarily, from twelve to eighteen eggs constitute a nesting, 
and all are sharply pointed at que end, rounded obtusely at tbe 
other, and of a grayish white color, Bpotted or dashed with brown 
or umber. They vary considerably In different nests, however, 
both in point of size and tn coloring, olivaceous or rusty drab 
spots on a ground of creamy white being not an uncommon 
marking. 

While Incubating, the male usually alternates with his spouse 
In sitting upon the eggs, and If either should suddenly become ac¬ 
cessed the surviving domestic partner asaumes the entire duties of 
rearing and caring for the brood. But should they be frightened 
from off the nest by man, and should hie desecrating hand 
profane Its preclnts and dlaturb the treasures contained therein, 
it will most usually be abandoned and an attempt be made to 
rear a brood elsewhere. Even too close scrutiny of tbe domestic 
economy of the birds, where nothing has been touched, will 
oftentimes drive off the suspicious and wary pair, who, while the 
examination Is going on, from some neighboring spot of safety 
give utterance with great vigor and rapidity to a scolding note 
like " tch-tch-teh-tch," resembling more the Bounds by which a 
driver Is wont to encourage the pace of his steed. It is said 
that it Is not at all uncommon for several pairs to enter Into 
partnership, and making a large neat In which from thirty to 
eighty eggs arc deposited, on which two or more birds sit at. once, 
all taking turna tn this duty until the young are hatched; and, 
further, one writer goes so far aa to assert that when the process 
of incubation Is going on, birds that have failed to pair, “of 
which there are many of both sexes ” being attracted by this un¬ 
usual scene of domeatlc felicity, join the parents in their duties 
aud evince equal solicitude in the care aud welfare of the young. 
We admit the powiMUy but not the probability of this statement., 
as It Is beyond our personal experience. If birds of both sexes 
who bad failed to pair should meet at such a gathering as 
described, we can sec no reason why they should not correct this 
little difficulty; moreover, as the cocks are decidedly given to 
pugnacity when there Is any appearance of Invasion of their 
marital rights, we do not believe any such communistic arrange¬ 
ment can take place. Tbe laws of nature that regulate tbe 
breeding and Incubation of the species are pretty much the same 
with all members of the same family; each has Its own Idiosyn¬ 
crasies to be sure, but nothing more. 

Incubation lasts about three weoks. during which time the cock, 
like his eastern prototype, Is fond of perching at early morning, 
and just before twilight, on some near eminence or log that pro¬ 
jects above the ferns and weeds that shelter snd conceal bis 
spouse snd the nest, where, while acting as sentinel or lookont, 
he give* frequent utterance to his peeular note “ which represent* 
In a California scene the ' Bob White ’ that so clear and full, yet 
so soft, so suggestive of rural pleasure, form one of the most 
delightful accompaniments of the pleasant harvest time" In the 
Atlantic states. 

Wheu the yonng brood Issue from the shell they are ready at a 
moment’s warning to run or to hide as occasion may seem to re¬ 
quire. Should oue approach a nest while the yonng are just re¬ 
leasing themselves from their frail prisons, the parent birds, If 
they should fall to draw off the Intruder by means of their num 
erous wiles and flutterlngs, utter a sharp note of warning, when 
the little fellows Just released from the shell puah their now use¬ 
less covering on one side and run for the nearest cover, often 
with portions still dinging to them, where It ts needless to re¬ 
mark they will not easily be found except by the mother; those 
who were still In process of releasing themselves, too, will cease 
their labors and remain motionless until the supposed danger has 
passed. Thus early does their education commence. 

Wheu hatched, the broods with thetr parents run by themselves 
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In bevies until well grown. Whether more than one brood la 
reared except where the first ts destroyed by accident. Is not pos 
ltlvely known. The general Impression, so far as northern Oall- 
lornla and Oregon Is concerned, seems to be that but one family 
Is reared lu the course of a season; but In the southern portions 
of the former state their abundance Indicates unwonted prolifi¬ 
cacy, and for this reason two hatchings would appear to lie Indi¬ 
cated. Where circumstances render It necessary for the birds to 
renew their attempts at propagating their species, they do not, us 
some suppose, as soon as the first Is destroyed, set about rebuild¬ 
ing the neat, but may be seen for some days to a crestfallen and 
dumpish mood, sitting motionless here and there, seldom utter¬ 
ing their notes, and apparently mourning over their bereave¬ 
ment. This may last two or three weeks, at the end of which 
time, the poignancy of their sorrows having been somewhat miti¬ 
gated, they set about their work with their usual vigor. 

In autumn, like pinnated grouse, they assemble in flocks or 
packs. When In the course of their travels, at this season, two 
broods meet, they unite, and by the addition of other bevies and 
flocks that are constantly met, their number soon becomes aug¬ 
mented until It assumes almost lucredlble dimensions; even two 
large flocks often unite, though what Is tbe resulting cause of 
Buch enormous gatherings remains somewhat of a mystery, unless 
It be mere love of association; and when thuB united the flocks 
rarely separate until tbe following spring, when they break up 
Into pairs for the purpose of procreating the species. In regions 
where their enemies arc not too numerous this gregarious pro¬ 
pensity Is gratified to such an extent that holies numbering 
thousands, perhaps hundreds of thousands,may be seen, and when 
they take wing they rise lu the air with a rush and noise like 
far-off heavy thunder, or the rush of falling water. Mr. Van 
Dyke tells of following one flock an entire winter, killing several 
hundreds,yet could not observe any appreciable diminution in their 
numbers. Where such flocks are common they are easily fouud, 
and as may be seen furnish I letter opportunities for the sports¬ 
man without than with a canine companion. 

The note of the species forms a peculiar cry, for whistle It can 
scarcely be called, rather disagreeable thau otherwise; it resem¬ 
bles rather the harsh notes of certain of the wood|iecker tribe. 
Various attempts have been made to convey an adequate Idea of 
the sounds, but none of the numerous writers seem able to re¬ 
produce them to the satlsfactiou of others. Dr. Newberry says 
Its common song resembles the syllables “ kuck-kuck-kwkrka, '' tbe 
flrst three notes rapidly repeated, the last prolonged with a rising 
Inflection. The naturalist of the Wilkes’ Exploring expedition 
Imagined it to he a plaintive sort of “ rut-cut me loo," especially 
just before sundown when congregating in the trees for the night. 
Others In remarking upon the note, with better success represent 
It as a rich mellow "ca-loi-o, cu toi-o, cu-lui o or ” nu you- 
Uon't, tv/ you-dmi't, nn-yuu-Uoit't," accented strongly on the third 
aud slightly on the flrst syllables. Then again there Is another 
cry with the accent upon the second syllable like “ to-bac-cv, to- 
b-ic-eo, to-baC'Co," or "go-way-you, go-way-yua, go-way-you." When 
running the sound is “ k-wouk-k-wook-wk, k wook-k-icmk-ook ,’' 
that constantly repeated aud coming from scores of throats, 
sounds strangely enough wheu heard for the flrst time, and when 
alarmed or feeding, the birds give utteruncu to still another note, 
a sharp and short "phit-phit-pliU," for the male with a decided 
metallc sound, while that of the hen is softer and more like 
“ whil-whll-whit." 

As compared with the Virginia or Eastern colln, the California 
bird is considerably smaller, and from the wild and almost bar¬ 
ren localities lu which they are frequently found, one would nat¬ 
urally suppose them to be the hurdler of tbe two species. Though 
very foud of water, they can pass through long stretches of the 
yery hottest weather without a drop to quench their thirst, appar¬ 
ently, though they may have supplies unknown to man, the only 
effect being to prevent their breeding. In some regions they are 
unable, ou Ibis account, to pair for several succesalve seasons. 
There seems no reason, too, why they should not withstand 
severe winters as well as other birds, for in the Middle States the 
climate Is not so very different, from that of Oregon. How far 
the attempts at acclimatizing the species In the states eastward 
of the Rocky Mountain^ will prove a success can only be denied 
or affirmed after a thorough trial, aud the lapse of time. Several 
attempts, most of them lukewarm and desultory, have becu 
made, but none have been of proportions sufficient to ensure a 
good result, If such be possible. When our English brethren de¬ 
sire to Introduce a new species Into the United Kingdom, the 
Individual undertaking the experiment usually orders a thousand 
or more birds; hut our home experimenters seem to have been 
satisfied with but a few pairs at most, birds that, by reason of 
their journey across the continent, or by way of the Isthmus, 
were Illy fitted to be turned out on strange grounds, and amidst 
stingo vegetation to shift for themselves. 

Several years since, an attempt was made to introduce Califor¬ 
nia colitis upon Long Island, New York, and several birds turned 
out, but all, owing to the excessive poaching curried on, found 
their way Into the market stalls of the metropolis. In 1872 or 
1873 Hon. J. A. Creswcll received a few birds, which were given 
their liberty lu the fields about Elkton, Maryland. They Imme¬ 
diately disappeared, and nothing further haviug lieen heard of 
them, they were supposed to have perished, until lu October, 
18711, when u large eovey was discovered. Again, In 1874, the 
sporting club of Macomb, III., ordered nut four dozen from Cali¬ 
fornia, which were distributed ou farms near the town; they 
paired, hatched, und seemed perfectly contented with their new 
home until about the first of October, when they, too, disappeared, 
presumably finding their way Into the mnrkels of Chicago, 
through the medlurnshlp of poachers und pot-hunters. Dr. T. 8. 
Purnell, of Bay’s End, Maryland, received In 1877, a number of 
birds, which, with careful forethought, he wintered, giving them 
their liberty the following spring. All disappeared save one 
pair, which remained near his dwelling, associating and feeding 
with the domestic poultry, until at iast they were frightened 
away, and repairing to a neighbor’s Held, there made a nest, and 
deposited a nun her of eggs; no young were ever seen, and the 
old birds also vanished, all apparently having fallen a prey to 
some of the depredating animals or birds, or possibly went to 
make up a slew In some negro's cabin. It ’18*11, Col. Gordon 
Introduced California colln* upon hi* plantation ,t Lncbtnvar 
Mississippi (see Ctttcaoo Fisi.i> for April 13, of the current year), 
where they would seetn to have fully proven their ability to exist 
In the East; hut the success of the experiment must la- regurded 
as owing, largely at least, to the Interest and kindness of neigh 
hors, who not. only themselves refrained from molesting I hem, 
but compelled tlielr dependents and others to do likewise. The 
latest experiment of which we hkve any record Is that of ihp 
Sportsman’s Club, of Jefferson City, Mo., who last year pro¬ 
cured a number of birds from Major J. B. Montgomery, of Fort- 
land, Or. They were liberated lire present spring neai the elty, 
and recently a covev of half-grown birds was discovered. Great 
hopes are expressed as to the permanency of tbe undertaking, 
and It may he that Missouri will soon number L. laltJorMinm 
among Ite game birds. 

Tbe ease with which this species la domesticated, especially If 
youog when taken—old birds oftentimes pine away—and their 
apparent hardiness, would seem to Indicate that they can easily 
be added Ur lire game launaof the Atlantic slope. There Is no 
weather, It I* claimed, In tire Middle States, they cannot success- 
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fully withstand; and u one writer suggest®, that If the climate 
wae only a little leas cold at the northern axis of the earth, they 
would exist there and even have the Impudence to roost upon 
the pole Itself at ulghl. Surely the little trouble and expense 
In procuring the birds Jo sufficient quantities Is so slight that the 
experiment might easily be tried In every state, and almost every 
county, of the Union where they are at present unknown. If 
birds cannot be Imported successfully, the eggs certainly can, 
and may easily be hatched under domestic fowls. Mr. James 
Llttlehale, of Stockton, California, has been very successful In 
thus rearing them, and recently stated that of fifty eggs placed 
under the heu an average of thirty-eight reached maturity- 
more than seventy-five per cent. The little ones, he says, seem 
to take great delight In their “ big mother,” obeying her calls 
and accepting readily the food she scratches for them. This geu- 
tleman constantly keeps on band a number of birds, full grown, 
and perfectly domesticated,for the purpose of supplying his table 
with eggs, which are asserted to be finer and richer flavored than 
those of any other known fowl. Numbers of gentlemeu like¬ 
wise keep birds In their grounds merely as ornaments, and all 
seem to thrive with but little care or attention. Of their Incli¬ 
nation toward the society of man, a tale Is told of a California 
miner who had a bird that made Itself familiar with his garden, 
and gradually became so tame as to “ crow ” with deligbt when¬ 
ever he made his appearance with food for the poultry, knowing 
from experience that It would receive Its full Bhare. A party of 
fishermen camping out for some weeks on the McCloud river, 
too, reported colius so numerous and so fearless that they were 
brought about the camp by merely baiting with rlcc, and, finding 
they were not molested, soon became so familiar as to approach 
within a few feet of the gentlemen composing the party, and 
even moving to and fro did not seem to disconcert them. Indian 
tribes, too, domesticate them as we do poultry, rearing them for 
food, and the pleasure of witnessing a combat between the 
males. 

They are of a very affectionate disposition, devoted In their 
attachment to their young and to their friends, and this trait 
with their bright,wide-awake looks render them the most attract¬ 
ive of pets Likewise they are very eccentric, and sometimes 
select queer associates from among the Inhabitants of the barn¬ 
yard,. such as geese, ducks, pigs and cows. A pair possessed by 
one gentleman persistently followed a heifer about, even going 
with her to the woods to feed, returning again In the same com¬ 
pany at night; there seemed to be a perfect understanding be¬ 
tween them, and the heifer actually allowed the birds to perch 
upon her head, and even to roost on her back and sides at night, 
when It would be Impossible to arouse her without first removing 
her little companions. 

In another Instance a friendship was struck up between a male 
colln and a Blenheim spaniel, In which a Newfoundland also par¬ 
ticipated,though much to the disgust and jealousy of the smaller 
dog, and this was severed only by the death of the bird by the 
claws of a strange cat, which in turn suffered for her temerity, 
her life being almost Instantly shaken out by the dogs. 

In the Southern Slates we hope to see these birds permanent 
residents. The ease with which they are procured, great numbers 
being lined and trapped annually, permits the experiment to be 
thoroughly tried. On the Pacific Coast they are frequently sub¬ 
stituted for pigeons at trap shooting tournaments, and seem to 
answer a very good purpose, besides beiog easier to obtain aud 
less expensive, wild pigeons there frequently bringing 13.00 a 
dozen. 

To illustrate the habits of the species we may be permitted to 
relate a little Incident that came under our notice some two years 
since. As a farmer was mowing In his meadow ou I.ong Island, 
near Williamsburg, he accidentally cut off with his scytho the 
head of a female Ortyx virgtnianur as she sat upon her nest. The 
eggs were carefully gathered and given to a bantam ben to hatch. 
As soon as the little ones appeared, more for curiosity than any 
thing else, they were placed in a cage with a male California bird, 
who at once adopted them, brooding and caring for them, and 
evincing all the Boltcltnde for their welfare of a real parent; and 
any attempt to molest them, such as placing the hand within the 
enclosure, he resented by sharp, angry cries, ruffed feathers, and 
attempts to peck and bite the offender. The same bird In a con¬ 
test with a bantam cock speedily proved his superiority In knowl¬ 
edge of attack and defense. 

Since writing the above we have heard of a supposed hybrid 
between the Ortyx virginitinu* and Lophortyx califomicu* from 
Maryland, now In possession of the veteran John Krlder, of Phil¬ 
adelphia. “ The bird Is a male, and has a dark band half an 
Inch lo width rnnnlng from the base of the lower mandible over 
the white patch on the throat,terminating at the upper part of the 
breast ; the curved pencllings on the breast are much darker and 
broader than ou ‘ Bob White,’ and the colors are more brilliant 
In every respect.” It was killed by Mr. Foster, of Philadelphia, 
from whom Mr. Krlder obtained it, and the latter has bestowed 
upon It the title of Ortyx hoojjtxii, In honor of Mr. Bernard 
Hoopes, the president of the Philadelphia Sportsmen's Club. 
From the description, however. It Is more likely that the specimen 
Is an abnormal Ortyx Instead of a hybrid. 


Protoplasm and Life. 


In the Inaugural address before the Royal Institute of Great 
Britain, the president, G. J. Allman, treats in a masterly and 
comprehensive manner the basis of life and the supposed dif¬ 
ferences between the vegetal and animal kingdoms. The ad¬ 
vocates of a sharp line of distinction between these two living 
kingdoms of nature will flud It henceforth difficult to gain any 
new converts, since Prof. Allman shows that there Is not a single 
vital function but what Is not shared by both. One of the most 
essential vegetal Ingredients, he says, without which no plant 
can grow, Is the well-known chlorophyll, which may be Been In 
all healthy green plants, disseminated In small granules through¬ 
out the Interior of their cells. Whenever this substance Is acted 
upon by the rays of the sun, the cella la. which It occurs will 
grow and multiply. , To do this they decompose the carbonic 
acid of the surrounding air Into Its elementary compounds, oxy- 
geu and carbon. They retain the latter for formation of their 
tissues, while they exhale the former, as has been shown experi¬ 
mentally time and again. Thus, In giving off oxygen Instead of 
carbonic acid, one of the most essential differences from animals 
has been established. But the lecturer shows that this function 
la by no means exclusively monopolized by plants. Low animal 
organisms, such as certain Infusoria the green Hydra, the 
PlauartaJ and other worms, augment In size In the same manner, 
and expire, therefore, oxygen In place of the carbonic add of the 
higher organized animals. There Is, In other words, a gradual 
transition from tbs lowest to highest plants, and from these 
again to lower animals, that at no stage a dividing line of de- 
merkatlon can be made. It la Interesting to learn In connection 
with the discussion upon chlorophyll, that this latter substance 
has now been ascertained to be of true protoplasmic matter, or 
the original mould of which all living forms are made, and which 
they therefore contain within the mass of each healthy cell, as 
long as It Is capsble of enlargement and multiplication. The 
color of the chlorophyll la now known to be due to very minute 
green grannies disseminated throughout the mass of each 
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Individual cell, which alto contains along with It as It 
were for Its nourishment, small grains of starch, since this sub¬ 
stance dlseppesrs, when the plsnt Is left In darkness end reap¬ 
pears when exposed to light. After showing thus analogies In 
reeptrslion, another exclusive function of snimels, digestion Is 
next considered. The reeeerchee of Darwin, he contlnuei, have 
long ago shown that there are plante which abeorb and digest 
veritable solid food tbs seme as eny carnivorous animal, and, 
that for accomplishment of tbla purpose they secrete s dear 
Bald, not unlike to gaetrlc Juice, within an ordinary stomach. 
Whenever the uutrltloua matter offered to them tn shape of tn- 
•ecta or even small blu of meat, aa In the Instance of the Veuus 
Flytrap, has been enveloped by the leaves of this curious plant, 
these morsels are retained long enough to absorb thslr juices, 
after which the refuse U rejected end drops off, when the plant 
opens again Us leaves. Another curious analogy in certain func¬ 
tions, shared alike by plants and animals, Is seen In their sensi¬ 
tiveness to external objects. The leaves of the Flytrap close the 
moment s fly slights upon them, and all aensltlve plants ere cer¬ 
tainly aware, to Judge by the action of their leaflets,whenever they 
are touched. But this Is not all, plants may actually be stupe¬ 
fied by administration of chloroform or ether, the same as any 
higher animal. Claude Bernard performed, with this object In 
view, s number of very Interesting experiments upon sensitive 
plants, by putting them Into a bell Jar, Into which he Introduced 
a small piece of sponge saturated with ether. At the end of a 
bait an hour the planta were In a perfect state of anssthcsla, the 
leaflets remained fully extended, and sbowed no tendency to 
shrink. They recovered gradually their former Irritability when 
the ether was withdrawn, and responded as before to the touch. 
Even In germlnatlou of seeds the same phenomena were observed, 
since this process could be arrested at will by use of ether and 
established again whenever this stupefying Influence was removed. 
The true fundamental cause, then, which produces so many phe¬ 
nomena both alike In plants and animals must be sought In the 
primitive Jelly-like mass called protoplasm, to which all growth 
of the original cells composing all living bodies Is due. In the 
first stages of existence, there Is no.dlflerence discernible between 
cells, and It cannot be ascertained whether they be destined to 
form a man or a tree. They defy all possible power of the 
microscope and all known appliances of chemistry The only 
conclusion which can be made 1s this, that there Is within the 
mass of these apparently almllar and yet widely separate cella 
as much differentiation In their Invisible and Indeterminable 
molecular arrangement, as there Is in the various organs of any 
highly developed organism. To demonstrate this In any way 
appreciable to our finite external senses will forever remain an 
Impossibility, which can only be partly overcome, as In case of 
the atomic theory by force of sn abstract Idea, which we are 
able to form. 

After treating the vital phenomena from the merely mechani¬ 
cal materialistic standpoint, Prof. Allman proceeds to broadly 
separate from these functions the higher mental actions of man, 
such as Ms reason, consciousness and power of will. There Is, 
be says, not a trace of any connection between them and what 
physicists have agreed In assigning to matter as Its proper char¬ 
acteristics. The force of any argument, he reasons, depeuds on 
analogy alone, and here all analogy vaulshes, as we have no 
other consciousness excepting our own for comparison. 

There Is thus, at present, no advance made toward the final de¬ 
termination of this manifestation, since the human Intellect can¬ 
not conceive of any substauce different from matter. There Is, 
however, he concludes, no need to bo forced to the Idea that 
there la nothing In the universe excepting matter and force. At 
preaent It would be unreasonable to suppose that man has at¬ 
tained the limits of his Intellectual powers, and with the pre¬ 
sumable advance of his mind the mist which shrouds It at pres¬ 
ent may be cleared away. Who can say, that, In the far-off 
future, there may not yet be evolved other and higher faculties, 
from which light may stream Id upon the darkness, and reveal to 
man the great mystery of thought. * 


Vegetarian Arguments. 

It Is curious how often people are Inclined to disregard the 
obvious laws of nature as manifested In our own organization. 
Let us look for a moment at their vlewa In regard to the grind¬ 
ing apparatus good old dame nature haa given to man. How 
often are not little children, with milk teeth hardly developed, 
fed upon solid food, fit only for an adult stomach! While aul- 
mals, depend upon the maternal milk until they can masticate 
with eaae, men try to pervert the dlctateaof common senae, and 
lay the germs of future disease In the tender bodies of their 
young offspring, who would seem to staud in absolute need of 
liquid food, which represents In milk the moet suitable association 
of nutritive elements. But then parents often judge or think 
arbitrarily from no other data than a vague notion they have 
conceived by talking, perhaps, with some one equally Ignorant of 
the functions of the bod? as viewed under the light of science 
and Its deducted bygleulc laws. When the child has grown to be 
a man other equally fallacloua doctrines come now Into vogue, 
which are flatly refuted by the shape and purpose of his matnred 
teeth. Meat, In contradiction to the plain argument of nature, 
Is held to be pernicious and Is looked upon as a hotbed for foster¬ 
ing of animal paastons. The vegetarian comes Into the fore¬ 
ground and lifts his warning voice to treat his listeners with ac¬ 
counts of the marvelous and strengthening effects of purely 
vegetable food. This, he tells us, Imparts twice the power of an 
ordinary mixed diet His logic becomes merely Impressive by 
his vehement assertions, but lscks strength through want of con¬ 
vincing arguments. We have, unfortunately for It, cup shaped 
molars, which sre evidently not adapted for minute grinding 
like the flat-topped, low-ridged teeth of the cow and sheep. They 
Indicate plainly that there la, by virtue of our chewing apparatus, 
no provision made for a vegetable diet, since they point, by their 
rounded crowns, to s compromise between It and meat. But we 
boll, It la reasoned, our cabbages and turnips, and do not need 
to grind them up In. order to extract their nutrient elemeuts, 
which, therefore, by such a treatment, attain to tbelr full value. 

If the propouDders of such arguments would only take paint 
to compare the analyses of oar different food staffs, they would 
quickly perceive a cloeer resemblance between meat and the 
muscles and other tissues of our body, then they bear towards 
tbs most succulent of vegetables, which consist mainly of water 
and worthless Indigestible fibres. It requires tbe many-por- 
llooed stomach of tbe ox and sheep to redace them, and we 
would for our own part prefer to let these patient animals per¬ 
form the laborious digestion of them. They spend tbelr whole 
existence for the sole purpose of digesting, while such sn exer¬ 
cise In us would naturally absorb an undue amount of our avail¬ 
able and elsewhere needed vital force. The functions of our 
eatable planta consist In transforming air and water Into auch 
organic compounds as nutritious roots, leaves and fruits Their 
energies are naturally exhausted by this labor, and It la left for 
tbs animal world to transform these still crude materials Into 
higher elaborated forma, each ss bone, maacle and brain. Man 
may use these In turn for bis still higher organisation In the 
aame manner as tbe ox haa used the intermediate offloee of tbe 
lower her be. It would be eaay enough to support these views 
by the greater phytlcal and Intellectual vigor of those nations 
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who live chiefly upon meat and compare them with the Indolent 
Inhabitants of tropical regions, who diet upon rice, maize and 
mandloce. The Gauchoe of the Pampas, and the hardy buqters 
who roam over our prairies, live sometimes for mouths ex¬ 
clusively upon meat and yet maintain In full the bodily vigor 
which they need In tbelr arduous avocations. We might point 
to many other equally forcible Illustrations, but fear that they 
would be superfluous evidences In tbe eyes of tbs robust frater¬ 
nity who compose the rank and file of the subscribers to tbe 
Fiuld, who have learned by practice long ago what we would 
substantiate by theory. 


Strange Bird* Upon Niagara River. 


Niagara River has tbls season offered some fine opportunities 
for tbe study of tbe maintenance of tbe equilibrium of animal 
life on both land and water. Early spring was marked by an un¬ 
precedented migration of minnows from Lake Erls Into the Nia¬ 
gara. They arrived by millions, and formed here and there 
almost solid banks of moving flesh. The shores of some little 
creeke, like those of Frenchman's creek, emptying from the Can¬ 
ada ahora Into the Niagara, were actually strewn with countless 
numbers of dead minnows, which bed been suffocated simply for 
want of a sufficient amount of oxygen In these narrow channels. 
The advent of the minnows attracted In tarn, as might natur¬ 
ally be expected, a proportionately sized swarm of their destroy¬ 
ers, to shape of the different species of pike, muacalonge. end 
black baas. Tbs latter would be seen lying quietly In eold col¬ 
umns along the bottoms near tbe shores, where the water was 
sufficiently shallow and transparent to permit a full view of 
them. Fishermen were perplexed and In despair, since they 
would take bait of do kind, no matter hbw temptingly displayed. 
Tbelr stomachs wore fairly gorged with minnows, which could 
be captured without any effort whatever. Later on, when the 
main bulk of minnows disappeared, without being followed by 
their enemies, tbe tables were turned, and we are assured that 
bass fishing never bas been known to be as fins as It was towards 
the latter end of the past summer. 

Though tbe river Is no longer stocked with minnows as It was 
In tbe spring, the present amount probably still exceeds that of 
any previous year, and has attracted later on another host of 
their Dstural enemies, the winged tollers of the sea. Never 
before has tbe surface of the green Niagara exhibited such an 
animated display of glistening white flocks of gulls and terns as 
In the present months. They have assembled by thousands, and 
luxuriate In Immense abundance on tbelr natural prey. Among 
them are aome species never before observed here in any notable 
quantity, or even single specimens. We enumerate the Klttl- 
wake gull, besides three species of terns, two of which are deter¬ 
minable as the black and common tern, while tbe other Is 
dubious on account of Its immature plumage. They are congre 
gated In large and separate flocks, and thongh occasionally hover¬ 
ing high over the river, may easily be decoyed to come near the 
surface by throwing upon It some white bunches of cotton or 
paper. A good breech-loader will then make considerable havoc 
among them, aa they generally remain qnlte a long time near 
any spot where one or more of tbelr abot comrades float upon the 
water. It Is very eaay to see how black baas and tbe various 
species of gulls and terussbonld be found In such great numbers, 
where there Is an unusual abundance of tbelr natural food; but a 
more minute knowledge, through close obeervatlon and examina¬ 
tion, is needed to determine the reasons for tbe tlnsurpaased 
spring migration of the minnows. The solution of tbe problem 
probably hinges also upon their peculiar microscopic food, which 
may bave been affected by changed conditions of tbe ordinarily 
prevailing temperature of tbe water, or other similar Influences 
of a physical nature. 


Notes. 

—Dr. Carver has made a very successful debut at Berlin, Prussia, 
aud astonished tbe sporting world of the Fstberland. His recent 
exhibition was well attended by some of tbe moet prominent 
members of several bunting dubs, along with many persons of 
high rank, and officers of tbe army. The cavalry, however, was, 
curiously enough, hardly represented. Tbe Doctor declared him¬ 
self at tbe end of the performance dissatisfied with his skill,of which 
he bas gtvou before more astonishing proofs His audience, how¬ 
ever, was not Inclined to take bis view of tbe case,and were almost 
speechless with astonishment at the wonderful accuracy of bla 
aim, particularly with the rifle. The trick of hitting the ground 
with a ball Immediately under a swiftly rolling glass globe and 
throwing thereby the same several feet high In the air, elicited 
the highest applause. Tbe romantic halo which Invests Dr. 
Carver by his adventurous experiences among tbe savages of the 
Far West, amoug whom he passed a large portion of ble boy¬ 
hood, Is not an unimportant factor towards raising him In the 
admiration of his German friends, who look upon the land beyond 
tbe Mississippi, as the Indian upon bla happy bunting grounds, 
or rather upon any stranger, who might regale him with some 
veritable accounts of tbla sublunary abode. It almost seems as 
If tbe old proverb of the depreciation of the prophet In his own 
home would flud another verification In case of Dr. Carver, who 
here and there found surprisingly small audiences to witness the 
triumphs of his marvelous skill on this side of the Atlantic. 
Had be only excelled half as much In feats of rowing, walking, 
base ball playing, or percbance even croquet, he could bave real¬ 
ised unprecedented notoriety and a well filled pocket. Nothing 
like pauderlDg to a morbid degenerate public sentiment, which 
lores change at the expense of true merit. 

—The extent to which our smaller specie* of birds enter Into 
market consumption during the fall, when they are fattest, Is 
shown by the recent statement that 50,000 of reed birds 
(alias bobolink and rice-bird) sod blackbirds, mainly the redwings, 
no doubt, bsve been already shipped tbls seison, from tbe town 
of Salem, N. J., alone. The greatest slaughter la along tbe wlld- 
rlce Helds and broad marshes that line tbe western ahorse of the 
Chesapeake and Delaware bays. It should not be long before we 
begin to ntlllae tbe plump English sparrows In tba same whole¬ 
sale way. 

—Taxidermies] skill, to Judge from advertisements In tbe Ger¬ 
man exchanges,must command better prices In the old world than 
on tbla aide of the Atlantic. Thus there la now wanted In France a 
taxidermist at a stated salary of 8,000 franca. Expenses of travel 
even are offered to be paid, and a man well yereed In the monnl- 
Ing of animal beada Is preferred. We doubt If any Journeyman 
taxidermist In America could command a fixed salary of such a 
figure, which ranks doubly high In the Old World, In considera¬ 
tion of lower expense! of living. 

—The Midteat Raeard publishes an antidote against tbe polsou 
Ivy, which consists of Leberraque's solution of chloride of «oda. 
This being an alkaloid, counteracts the add properties of the 
poison. When tbe akin la unbroken It may be used three or four 
times a day. 

—There la a monstrous Insect living In New Oulnea, that sly- 
slum of all natural lata, represented with os by th* spectre, 
sometimes called walking-stick. Th* far off congener I* no less 
than 16 Inches In length and at thick at a man’s thumb. 
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The Depth of the See. 

The »oundlng» taken daring tbe royage ot the 
Challenger added greatly to oar knowledge of 
the sea depth. The following condualona, aa 
■Luted In koaeley'a Notea by a naturalist on 
the Challenger, will probably be new to the 
readers who have not specially, followed this 
branch of Inquiry. 

“We are apt to form an erroneous Impression 
as to tbe actual shapes and distributions of the 
elevations and depressions on the earth’s sur¬ 
face, because only tbe very tops of the eleva¬ 
tion stand above water. Tbe outlines of tbe 
various continents and Islands with which we 
are familiar on maps, are merely lines msrk- 
Ing the height to which the water reaches up. 
A very small proportion of the elevated masses 
projects above water, hence from aD ordinary 
map we gain no truer Impression of the form of 
the sculpturing of the surface of the earth Itself, 
than we should of a range of mountains If we 
viewed It when all but Its summits were hidden 
by a flood. 

“ So small a proportion does the mass of dry 
land elevated above the sea level bear to tbe 
hollows od the earth’s surface beneath this 
level, that tbe cavities now occupied by tbe sea 
would contain three times the volume of the 
earth existing above the sea surface. 

“ If the surface of the land and the sea bottom 
were brought to a complete level, the waters of 
the sea covering Its even face would still have a 
depth of 1,700 fathoms, being reduced In depth 
by the process only about 800 fathoms. 

“ Although tlie depth of the ocean Is so small 
lu proportion to the vsstness of Its expanse, the 
depth Is, nevertheless, so great as to be difficult 
of adequate realization. The greatest depth as 
yet ascertained by sounding, occurs In the 
Northwest Pacific Ocean; it amounts to about 
five miles and a quarter. 

The average depth of the ocean between 00° 
N. and 60° 8. Is about three miles, or 2,500 
fathoms. Tbe great depth of five miles occurs 
only exceptionally over ve^*$nall areas. 

No sun-light penetrates the deep sea; proba¬ 
bly all Is dark below 200 fathoms, at least ex¬ 
cepting In so far as light Is given out by phos¬ 
phorescent animals. 

At depths of 2,000 fathoms and upward, the 
temperature of the water Is never many degrees 
above the freeziug point. The conditions under 
which life exists In the deep sea are very re¬ 
markable. The pressure exerted by tbe water 
at great depths Is enormous, amounting roughly 
to a| ton weight on the square Inch for every 
1,500 fathoms of depth. SlrC. Wyvllle Thomp¬ 
son (Voyage of the Challenger, II., 852 Lon¬ 
don, 1877.) gives among the conclusions arrived 
at, after the first general survey of tbe deep sea 
collections of tbe expedition, that animal life Is 
present on the bottom of the ocean at all 
depths, but Is notoearly so abundant at ex¬ 
treme, as at more moderate depths. Moseley 
mentions the dredging of a fish from 2,500 
fathoms, which had a deep-sea shrimp In Its 
stomach.— Science New. 


Tnn Flehu or Hunted Hakes.— Tbe Lancet 
says: In a recent number we made some 
remarks on the subject of high game. We 
pointed out that In sickly animals putrefaction 
rapidly sets lu after they have been slaughtered, 
and soon renders them unlit for food. Accord¬ 
ing to Dr. Fournol, who has made his observa¬ 
tions the subject of communication to the l'arls 
Academy of Sciences, a state of exhaustion at 
tbe time of killing Is extremely favorable to 
early decomposition. With ordinary dogs a hare 
can run for about two hours and a half. When 
first started It goes “belly to earth,’’ with his 
legs well stretched out, and leaving the print of 
tbe whole foot upon soft ground. After an hour 
the animal grows shorter and taller by a stiffen¬ 
ing of Its legs, thus gradually Increasing Its 
height, until It assumes tbe appearance of au 
angry cat. At this period of the bunt the ex¬ 
tremities only of the feet touch the soli. If 
killed after a prolonged chase rigor mortis sets 
In Immediately. Subcutaneous ecchymoses are 
found, and decomposition, more especially when 
the entrails are not removed, Is very rapid. Dr. 
Fournol attributes this to the complete exhaus¬ 
tion of nervous force at the moment when the 
animal Is sacrificed.— Lancet. 


Att Eqiptian Desert Snail.—A n Egyptian 
desert snail was received at the British M uscum 
on March 25, 1846. Tbe animal was not known 
to be alive, aa It had withdrawn Into Its shell, 
and the specimen was accordingly gummed, 
mouth downward, on to a tablet, duly labeled 
and dated, and left to Its fate.

The tablet was then 
placed In tepid water and the shell loosened, 
when the dormant snail suddenly resuscitated 
himself, began walking about tbe basin, and 
finally sat for his portrait, which may be seen of 
life-size In Mr. Woodward's “ Manual of the 
Molluscs." Now, during those four years tbe 
snail bad never eaten a mouthful of any food, 
yet he was quite as well and flourishing at the 
end of the period as he had been at Its begin¬ 
ning.
